ADVANCED 
DIVE TRAVEL 


he mass migration toward tropical re- 

sort diving has resulted in many ben- 
efits. Resorts are nicer, dive boats are 
bigger, service is better and diving is saf- 
er. This explosion has also brought some 
new problems. Dives are more struc- 
tured, boats are more crowded and trips 
are more expensive. 

But perhaps the greatest problem to 
befall the dive travel industry is consumer 
confusion as to what constitutes a good 
dive resort. For example, two certified 
divers spend a week vacationing at a 
popular, well advertised resort in the Car- 
ipbbean. One returns home raving about 
what a great dive vacation it was. The 
other diver goes home complaining it 
was a rip-off. Which diver is lying? Nei- 
ther. Each diver honestly believes his/her 
analysis of the resort and the diving. Why 
such different viewpoints? You can sum 
it up In one word—experience. One diver 
has been certified for a year and this was 
his second tropical dive trip. The other is 
a 12 year veteran who has traveled 
around the world. 

The advanced dive traveler is an 
emerging cult of vacationers. These div- 
ers were new travelers back in the ‘70s. 
During the last 6 to 12 years they have 
vacationed in the Caribbean, Red Sea, 
south Pacific and the Orient. They know 
good diving from mediocre. These cus- 
tomers have high expectations. They 
have very little patience for beginning 
scuba classes, long winded divemaster 
speeches or dead coral reefs. You can- 
not really blame them. They have paid 
their dues and expect better. 

Now let’s look at the other side of the 
problem, the dive resorts. Over the past 
12 years their numbers have mush- 
roomed. An estimated 200 resort opera- 
tions now populate the Caribbean alone. 
Many are new and have little experience 
dealing with veteran travelers. The result- 
ing clash is inevitable. 

To illustrate this dilemma, let us take a 
look at a mythical resort island in the Car- 
ipbbean. It is said to have good coral 
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reefs, clear water and lots of drop-offs. 
So far, so good. 

On this island there is a well known ho- 
tel that advertises Super duper dive pack- 
ages at Super saver prices. The dive 
package consists of a two tank trip in the 
morning. The first site is a wall that drops 
to 100 feet. The divemaster makes a 30 
minute predive speech, then tells every- 
one to stick together and follow him. The 
second site Is in shallow water on a so-so 
reef that allows plenty of bottom time but 
provides no sizzling action. 

Also on this same island is a live- 
aboard dive boat. The accommodations 
are not as fancy as the hotel and there is 
definitely no tennis court. Yet, the cabins 
are comfortable and the atmosphere, 
friendly. On this live-aboard, guests make 
four or five dives per day, if they like. At 
least three of these dives are wall dives. 
The sites are spectacular and the fish life, 
fantastic. The guests are not escorted by 
the divemaster unless they request this. 
The divers keep track of their own bottom 
time and depth and are reminded to dive 
safely. There is no hand holding. The live- 
aboard package is more expensive, but 
there is twice as much diving. 

It doesn't take a genius to figure out 
which package the veteran dive traveler 
should pick. The live-aboard allows small 
group conditions, minimal rules, no es- 
corts and lots of diving. Does this make 
the hotel’s super saver package a rip-off? 


Of course not! The hotel is catering to the 
beginner who is seeking guidance and 
support. Such a diver will feel a lot safer 
with the hotel program. The hotel pack- 
age is also ideal for the casual diver. This 
person doesn’t want more than one or 
two dives per day. He/she wants to 
spend time with the family or perhaps en- 
joy some golf. 

The comparison of these two vacation 
packages really has little to do with hotels 
and live-aboard boats. It could have been 
a comparison of a little dive lodge and a 
big swanky hotel or even two hotels of 
the same size. What is important is the 
kind of service being offered. One pack- 
age was designed for advanced dive 
travelers, while the other was designed 
for beginners and casual divers. What we 
have is two different dive services for two 
different groups of people. Booking the 
advanced diver into the beginner pro- 
gram is like trying to put a square plug in 
a round hole. 

Now let’s get to the root of this prob- 
lem. It is very difficult to tell the beginner 
packages from the advanced ones. No 
resort really wants to admit to offering 
one or the other for fear of losing a poten- 
tial sale. Making ends meet on a tropical 
island often depends on getting every 
customer you can. Advanced dive travel 
resorts will accept beginners and try to 
nurse them along. Beginner dive resorts 
will take anyone and then jam beginning 
and advanced divers onto the same boat. 
The divemaster is compelled to organize 
and run the dive safely for the weakest 
and least experienced customers. And, 
since there are usually more beginners 
on board, the majority rules. 

When questioned about this situation, 
and the complaints received from veteran 
divers, most resorts point out there are a 
lot more beginning divers than advanced 
ones. They claim most customers are 
completely satisfied with their services. 
This is not hard to understand when the 
dive boat is carrying two experienced 
divers and 14 beginners. Once again, the 
majority rules. But the clinker in this rea- 
soning is this year’s beginning divers will 
be experienced divers in two more years. 
Where will they go then? 

This problem will not be resolved until

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Answers: Heat Loss 


1. A. Head, groin and trunk. One of 
the body’s defenses against heat loss 
is the shunting of blood from the ex- 
tremities. This pertains to the arms and 
legs, but not the head. In fact, more 
than 40 percent of body heat can be 
lost from the head in 40°F water. Cir- 
culation is maintained in the trunk and 
groin to vital organs. These three areas 
of greatest loss should be insulated the 
most. 


2. D. 15 to 24. The body loses a sig- 
nificant amount of heat warming in- 
spired air, which is then expired. Air 
entering the lungs is also humidified, 
so heat is lost through evaporation 
from the lungs as well. The drier the 
air, the greater the evaporative heat 
loss. Since divers breathe dehydrated 
air, evaporative heat loss is very high. 
Also, the faster the breathing rate, the 
greater the heat loss. 


3. B. False. Although a woman’s sub- 
cutaneous fat is three times thicker 
than a man’s, women tend to lose heat 
faster than men owing to smaller body 
mass and greater surface area for heat 
radiation. On the positive side, women 
will not usually ignore the effects of 
cold as many men do and usually take 
action to prevent excessive loss of 
body heat before it can seriously affect 
safety. 


4. A. True. When vasoconstriction 
(constriction of blood vessels) shunts 
blood from the extremities, the blood 
volume in the trunk of the body is in- 
creased. The blood passes through the 
kidneys more frequently and water is 
removed to lower the blood volume. 
The overall effect is thicker blood, 
which increases the potential for de- 
compression sickness. 


5. B. False. Shivering can increase 
metabolic heat production five to seven 
times on land and is about 50 percent 
efficient in preventing further lowering 
of body temperature. Shivering is only 
about 11 percent efficient in water, 
however, and may actually result in 
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greater heat loss if insulation is inade- 
quate. Shivering while diving is an indi- 
cation you are losing heat rapidly and 

need to terminate the dive before it af- 
fects your safety. 


6. D, A, C, B. Physical activity in- 
creases heat production and, therefore, 
heat loss. Divers suffer from hypother- 
mia more quickly when exercising than 
when activity is limited. People in poor 
physical condition breathe more than 
those who are fit and lose large 
amounts of heat through respiration. 
Anxiety also affects the respiratory 
rate, through which significant heat is 
lost. Fuel is needed to generate body 
heat, so eat well about two hours prior 
to diving and you'll stay warmer. 


7. C. The next greater time and 
depth. Recreational divers should not 
take chances with decompression sick- 
ness. Cold thickens blood and traps ni- 
trogen in the extremities. Be conserva- 
tive with dive profiles. Safety decom- 
pression stops are also encouraged. It 
is better to sacrifice minutes underwa- 
ter than to risk the long term effects of 
the bends. 


8. A. Vasoconstriction increases. 
Here’s some good news. Chances are 
that the more frequently you dive, the 
less you will be affected by cold. The 
circulatory system becomes more effi- 
cient in shunting blood from the ex- 
tremities, so heat loss is reduced. Your 
confidence and proficiency will also in- 
crease, which will reduce your breath- 
ing rate because anxiety and exertion 
will be reduced. 


9. B. False. Alcohol causes vasodila- 
tion (expansion of the blood vessels), 
especially in the skin. Taken before 
diving, alcohol impedes the body’s nor- 





mal vasoconstrictive defenses. Used 
after diving, alcohol can release nitro- 
gen trapped in extremities and increase 
the likelihood of decompression sick- 
ness. 


10. B. Insulation. No matter how fit 
you are, how much you dive or how 
much you exercise in water, nothing 
can prevent heat loss in water better 
than insulation. The primary means by 
which heat is lost in water is conduc- 
tion—direct transference of heat from 
the body to the water. The better the 
insulation, the less conduction of heat. 
Be fit, but wear the best exposure suit 
you can afford. 


11. B. False. Yes, heat is shunted 
from the hands and feet and they do 
become numb after awhile; but if they 
become too cold, circulation is restored 
and they then become very efficient ra- 
diators. Gloves, boots and a hood 
should always be worn when the water 
temperature is below 60°F. 


12. B, A, D, C. It is ironic that the res- 
piratory rate increases when you get 
cold while diving because that leads to 
a greater loss of heat. This results in 
muscle rigidity and reduced manual 
dexterity. Shivering follows and, at this 
point, diving must be terminated be- 
cause as much as one third loss of re- 
call occurs if the core temperature of 
the body is lowered any further. 


13. C. Dry, warm clothes and warm 
drinks. We need to be concerned with 
decompression sickness. Anything that 
rapidly stimulates the circulation can 
lead to the bends. In cases of severe 
hypothermia, the risk of bends from 
rapid rewarming may be necessary, but 
for standard recreational diving, more 
conservative approaches are encour- 
aged. Prevention with good insulation 
and curtailment of diving when cold are 
always preferred to treatment proce- 
dures. 


14. B. Have less surface area than 
gloves. The point of this question is 
the principle involved. By reducing the 
area exposed to the water, you can re- 
duce heat loss. This applies to the en- 
tire body, not just the hands. This is 
why the Heat Escape Lessening Posi- 
tion (HELP) can prolong survival time 
for swimmers by 50 percent. 


15. C. 68 feet. Foam neoprene loses 
half of its insulating capability at 68 
feet. You lose heat more than twice as 
fast at this depth because you are also 
breathing denser air, which absorbs 
and carries away more body heat. If 
you get cold when diving, try shallower 
depths to stay warmer. 


How is your knowledge of principles and diving practices regarding heat 
loss? Cold is the greatest deterrent to underwater efficiency, so | hope 
you either knew or now know how to reduce and recognize the prob- 
lems of hypothermia.

Thanks to 
Jean Haviland, | located some interesting 
details about the vessel from Steamboats 
Out of Baltimore by Robert Burgess and 
Graham Wood, Tidewater Publishers, 
Cambridge, Maryland, 1968. Owned by 
the Chesapeake Steamship Company 
and captained by George Clayton, the 
City of Annapolis was heading up the bay 
in a heavy fog when she was rammed on 
the port side by her sister ship, the City 
of Richmond. The collision, which oc- 
curred near the mouth of the Potomac 
River, took one life—a woman whose 
stateroom suffered the full impact of the 
Richmond's prow. 

All passengers and crew scurried onto 
the City of Richmond, whose bow was 
firmly ensconced in the side of her twin. 
With all survivors aboard, the Richmond 
reversed her engines and pulled free. 
Two other ships, the City of Baltimore and 
the M.D.V. steamboat Potomac, tried to 
push the vessel into shallow water. But 








the upper wooden structure of the Annap- 
olis crumbled and she sank quickly. 
Strong currents prevented salvage at- 
tempts on the 1,923 ton steamship.

Jean says she’s used 
Jane’s books on many occasions to help 
divers research naval warships.

DECOMPRESSION SICKNESS 


Dp sickness is still an im- 
portant problem in sport diving be- 
cause of the common lack of understand- 
ing of it and the usual absence of any 
treatment facility at or near dive sites 
where it might occur. A thorough under- 
standing of this disease, and its treat- 
ment, is essential for safe diving and for 
handling the occasional accident that oc- 
curs. In this article, | will discuss the basic 
mechanisms of decompression sickness 
(DCS) and some prevention and treat- 
ment principles to minimize the risk of 
permanent injury. 


NITROGEN TISSUE UPTAKE 

The cause of DCS is the uptake and re- 
moval of nitrogen from tissues during ex- 
posure to changes in pressure. Changes 
that lower pressure from one atmosphere 
can also produce DCS. This can occur in 
pilots going to high altitude in non-pres- 
surized aircraft. The reduction in pres- 
sure from ground level is the same pro- 
cess as the reduction in pressure that a 
diver experiences when ascending from 
depth. In both cases, the nitrogen in tis- 
sues cannot exit at the same speed as 
the pressure falls and tissue supersatura- 
tion develops—with a tendency for the ni- 
trogen to form bubbles. 

The timing of nitrogen flow into tissues 
when pressure is increased depends on 
the blood flow to the tissue and the 
amount of nitrogen that can be dissolved 
in the tissue. The first factor is important 
when a diver exercises or is cold. Blood 
flow to exercising muscles is high and ni- 
trogen uptake is increased. If a diver then 
stops exercising and cools down, the rate 
of removal of nitrogen from the same 
muscle will be lower. The other factor is 
the amount of nitrogen that can be held 
in the tissue. This factor is called the solu- 
bility of nitrogen. The capacity for nitro- 
gen in tissues is described by Henry’s 
Law, which states the amount of gas in 
tissue is proportional to the absolute 
pressure. Henry’s Law, however, does 
not tell us how fast or slow gases move 
into the tissue. Most dives do not last long 
enough for many of the tissues to reach 
the nitrogen content calculated by Hen- 
ry’s Law. Since it takes a long time to 
reach the capacity of most tissues, we 
use a concept of tissue half times. This 
term describes the time it takes for a tis- 
sue to reach 50 percent of its capacity. 

In sport diving, we are not concerned 
with nitrogen while at depth. Tissues are 
not affected—unless narcosis occurs— 
since there is no nitrogen super satura- 
tion while under pressure at a fixed 
depth. We are concerned with nitrogen 
when ascent begins. The rapid drop in 
ambient pressure cannot be matched by 
nitrogen flow from tissues and supersatu- 
ration occurs. 


SUPERSATURATION 
The concept of supersaturation is 
essential to the understanding of DCS. 
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The term indicates there is more of some- 
thing dissolved than is usually expected 
for a given pressure and temperature. An 
example of supersaturation is the bub- 
bling that occurs in a bottle of soda when 
the cap is removed. This occurs because 
the gas (carbon dioxide) is dissolved in 
the water at an increased pressure. 
When the cap is removed, the pressure 
suddenly drops and the amount of dis- 
solved gas is greater than what should be 
present. There is now a tendency for the 
gas to form bubbles. 

This same action occurs in the body 
when decompression sickness Occurs. 
Researchers in the early 20th century dis- 
covered that a certain degree of super- 


less than half the pressure at depth. This 
2:1 rule is reasonable for depths that 
sport divers are exposed to, but in deep 
diving it was found to be inaccurate and 
smaller ratios have been used to prevent 
DCS from longer or deeper dives. Using 
this 2:1 concept, a rough diving table 
could be constructed by ascending to a 
depth that produced half of the bottom 
pressure, then waiting for the tissues to 
‘catch up” with the pressure drop, as- 
cending again to half the pressure, wait- 
ing again and so on until you reached the 
surface. This principle is used to gener- 
ate theoretical tables that undergo tests 
to determine their safety and to modify 
them to minimize the incidence of DCS. 
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This figure illustrates nitrogen content of two tissues before, during and following a dive 
to a pressure of seven atmospheres. The uptake of nitrogen into tissues is not immedi- 
ate. A time delay also occurs when returning to the surface and nitrogen remains in tis- 
sues even through the surrounding pressure returns to one atmosphere. Curve A repre- 
sents a faster washout tissue, while curve B is from a slower tissue. The dashed line is 
the dive profile. Nitrogen partial pressure is lower than ambient pressure at the surface. 


saturation could be tolerated before evi- 
dence of DCS was seen. This degree of 
supersaturation was considered for many 
years to be about two to one (2:1), that is, 
ambient pressure could be reduced to 
about half of the original pressure and the 
ascent would be safe. This is the basis for 
an unlimited bottom time at depths shal- 
lower than 33 feet (two atmospheres), 
where pressure at the surface would be 


BUBBLES AND TISSUE INJURY 

When bubbles form in the tissues and 
blood from decompression, they do not 
always Cause decompression sickness. 
There may be a small number of bubbles 
that enter the bloodstream, travel through 
the veins to the lungs and are removed 
by the lungs. These are called ‘‘silent 
bubbles’ and have been detected by

that has been broiled and served with 
drawn butter and lemon! 

But first, let's take a look at the lobster 
and his lair. The North American lobster 
is a true lobster, denoted by its two large 
claws. Even though most of the time they 
are erronequsly called Maine lobster, 
they are abundant from the coast of east- 
ern Canada to the Mid-Atlantic states. 

The lobster's defense consists of two 
large claws, one of them called a crusher 
with molar shaped ‘“‘teeth.’’ These are 
used to grab its prey and crush, or at 
least hold it securely, while the other 
large claw, called the pincher, rips and 
tears the prey. The crusher claw is usual- 
ly on the right. If a lobster loses a claw, 
antenna or leg it will eventually regener- 
ate its lost limb over a period of time. 

Determining the age of lobsters has al- 
ways been a problem. Marine biologists 
have tagged lobster, trying to track their

migration, but because they molt several 
times a year, work in this field has been 
hampered. On the average, at the end of 
a lobster’s second full year it will be ap- 
proximately five inches long. When the 
bug is this small it can increase its weight 
50 percent and its size one-half inch with 
each molt. The male lobster sheds more 
often than the female. Most North Atlantic 
lobsters shed between the months of 
June and September. 

Shortly after shedding its old shell, the 
sexually mature female is impregnated by 
the male. The eggs are carried inside the 
ovarian cavity for approximately one 
year; then they are extruded and at- 
tached to the underside of the female's 
tail with a jelly like membrane. The num- 
ber of eggs varies in relation to the size 
of the female, ranging from 8-10,000 to 
80-100,000. During the summer of the 
following year the eggs hatch. The lob- 
ster larvae then head toward the surface 
where they will remain from 15 days to 
three months, depending on the surface 
water temperature, which should be 
about 68°F. By the time the young lobster 
heads back to the bottom, it will have 
completed four molts, be about one inch 
long and resemble an adult. 


FINDING LOBSTER 

Now that we've discussed the lobster’s 
life cycle, let's look at how to catch them. 

Bugs stay secluded during the day and 
hunt by night. Their food base consists of 
crabs, mussels, clams, fish and other 
bugs. The trick is to be able to recognize 
a bug hole when you see one, and to be 
able to recognize certain signs while 
swimming along the sand next to a 
wreck. Look for dark sand on a light col- 
ored, sandy bottom. A bug likes a clean 
habitat, so it will sweep its body wastes 
and scraps of food out of the hole by us- 
ing its swimmerets, under its tail section. 
Look for crab shells, small lobster parts 
and crushed mussel or clam shells out- 
side the hole. The bug will ‘snack’ on 
these later. Look for protruding claws, 
which indicate to other creatures that this 
hole is occupied. Look for protruding an- 
tennae, which indicate the bug is monitor- 
ing the water to sense intruders and cur- 
rent changes. Care must be taken not to 
make any quick, sweeping movements or 
touch the antennae. Otherwise, the lob- 
ster will quickly retreat into its hole. In 
large, seemingly empty holes, take the 
time to look for side passages. Don't 
make the mistake of ignoring a hole you 
believe might be too small for a lobster. 
Many bugs will pile sand in the entrance 
way if the hole is too shallow for it to re- 
treat further back. Also take time to look 
in holes that have fish in front of or in 
them. If a fish tries to scoot into a hole to 








hide, sometimes the lobster will merely 
retreat. Look for more than one exit or en- 
trance. Sometimes when you spot a bug 
all you have to do is look for the back 
door, reach in, grab its tail and pull it out. 

Position yourself low or near the sand. 
Sweep your light in front of you, being 
careful not to swim into fishing lines, 
hooks or under crevices or overhangs. 

Basic equipment consists of a bug 
(dive) light, goodie bags and perhaps, a 
bug hook or ‘‘tail tickler.’’ 

Now that you know how and where to 
look, let's concentrate on catching the 
bug. The best way is to grab it from be- 
hind. While maintaining a firm grip, slide 
your hand forward until you are holding 
the carapace, then pull the bug out. Cau- 
tion should be taken once the bug is out 
of the hole because its two claws are 
free. Be careful of the smaller bugs’ ex- 
traordinary ability to reach way back with 
their claws and produce a nasty pinch. 
But, more times than not, you'll be look- 
ing at the claws. 

Once you spot a bug, move your light 
off it. Its sensitive eyes will detect the in- 
creased brightness and it will back off, 
making your job increasingly difficult. If 
the bug is in a deep hole, you can suc- 
cessfully lure it closer by playing your 
light beam back and forth in front of the 
opening. The inquisitive bug will come 
forward to investigate. It will be ready for 
an ambush, so your action must be deci- 
sive and quick. Hesitation or timidness 
will lead only to your grabbing a handful 
of sand. 

Methods for grabbing the bug vary. 
The straight-on, two handed grab entails 
reaching in with both hands, first grab- 
bing the crusher claw, then the pincher 
claw. This method, however, allows you 
only a very limited effective reaching dis- 
tance of about 18 inches. The one hand- 
ed thrust is the most used. Carefully but 
quickly thrust your hand and arm down 
the side of the hole to grab the bug from 
the side or bottom and pin it so it cannot 
move. You should try to get the bug off 
balance. If possible, reach past the claws 
and grab the body, but if that proves im- 
possible, grab the closest claw, then 
work back until you have grasped the 
carapace. Using this method will allow 
you to reach farther into the hole with an 
effective distance of about 28 inches. 
However, before thrusting your hand into 
the hole, take a moment to see if one of 
the bug's antennae is facing toward the 
rear of the hole. If it is, chances are the 
lobster is sharing the hole with something 
else, perhaps a conger eel. So, look be- 
fore you leap. 

Once you've grabbed the bug, it will in- 
stinctively assume a defensive position. It 
will push its claws downward, its legs will 
lock and face forward, and its spike or 
horn—a long, narrow protrusion sticking 
out over its eye stalk—will be pushed into 
the top of the hole. Trying to forceably 
pull the bug from the hole at this point is 
like trying to pull a mule up a ladder, and

will most likely lead to ‘“some assembly 
required”’ if you do get it out! The best 
way to remove the bug at this point is the 
push-pull method: Push the bug back to 
collapse the legs and unspike it, then pull 
it forward. 

As far as lobster hooks are concerned, 
check your local laws. Generally, a bug 
hook can be any pole or stick that has a 
curve on one end. The purpose of the 
bug hook is not to gaff the bug, but to get 
behind it and prevent it from moving far- 
ther back into its hole. Once you've 
hooked a lobster, care should be taken 
not to puncture its delicate undersides. 
Hooks can be dangerous to other divers 
and should be handled with the same 
caution and care given to spearguns. 

Now you've grabbed your lobster, but 
it's still a long way from your dinner ta- 
ble—you've yet to bag it. Put the bug in 
your goodie bag tail first, opening the bag 
just enough to place your catch inside. 
Once you've closed the bag, do not clip 
it to your belt. Rather, slip your hand 
through a rope loop on the handle so 
that, if necessary, you can disengage 
yourself from it. If you hooked the bag on 
your weightbelt and you did get in trou- 
ble, your natural tendency would be to 
not drop the belt because you have your 
bug bag hooked to it. 

A quick word about egg bearing fe- 
males. If you’ve caught a bug with eggs 
attached to her swimmerets, put her 
back, no matter how big she is. One fe- 
male can carry up to 100,000 eggs. 

If you've had a particularly successful 
dive and have several bugs, it might be 
advantageous to carry two bags—one for 
your big bugs and one for the others. If 
you put all your bugs in one bag, you 
might find that when you open it on the 
boat, you'll have lots of miscellaneous 
lobster parts and only one triumphant 
gladiator left. 


LOBSTER PREPARATION 
Let's face it, by the time you get home 
from a dive, unpack your dive gear, clean 
it off and clean yourself up, it’s too late 
and youre probably too tired to cook, 
clean and eat your lobsters. 

You may leave them in the cooler over- 
night; however, first you should drain all 
the water out of it. Then, put a bag of ice 
on the bottom and put your bugs on top 
of the bag. Try to get as many of the lob- 
sters as you can placed directly on the 
bag of ice. Cover the bugs with a folded 
shopping bag. This will help keep the 
cold in. Then put the cooler lid back on. 

Or, you can put live bugs in your refrig- 
erator, preferably on the bottom shelf, 
where it will be the coolest. Put some- 
thing under your bugs so fluids that may 


~ leak out will not drip on other foods. 








If you choose to cook your bugs right 
away, here is a method I’ve used regular- 
ly with good results. First, each bug 
should be boiled or steamed for a time 
determined by its weight. I’ve listed be- 
low a Chart that has worked out just fine: 


BUG WEIGHT COOKING TIME 


(pounds) (minutes) 
1-1% 10-12 
1%-2 15-18 
21-5 20-25 
6-10 25-35 
10-15 35-40 
15-20 40-45 
20+ Call me! 


If | want to freeze my lobster | cook 
them half the time shown on the table. 
This means that if a five pound bug 
should be cooked for 20-25 minutes, I'll 
cook it for 10-12 minutes. 

If you add all the bugs’ weight together 
and divide by two and then cook them, 
you'll find that your smaller bugs will be 
overcooked and the larger ones under- 
cooked. So, cook all your two pounders 
together, all your six pounders together, 
etc. For those really big ones, call me, | 
make house calls. | bring my own lemon 
and butter. 

After my lobsters have been cooked, | 
place them in the sink or on the drain- 
board and allow them to cool to nearly 
room temperature. Once they have 
cooled down, | break off the body from 
the tail, discard the body and put the tail, 
claws and legs in two plastic bread bags. 
The reason for double bagging is that the 
small sharp points on the claws and tail 
could easily puncture a single bag and 
then your lobster could get freezer burn. 
Once the edible parts have been bagged, 
| put a wire tag on the bag. Then, most 
important, | use a black marker and put 
information on the bag, namely, the quan- 
tity of parts, the weight and the remaining 
cooking time required and the date 
caught. Example: ‘‘2 tails and 4 claws of 
5 pounders, steam for 12 minutes, 8/1/ 
85.’ This way, if you have several bags 
in the freezer, you can use the oldest 
bugs first. 

When you are ready to eat your lob- 
ster, remove it from the freezer and de- 
frost it in the refrigerator one day prior to 
its intended use. Remember to put paper 
towels, a bag or dinner plate under the 
lobster bag so as to catch any fluids that 
might drain off. Once it has been thawed, 
properly steam or boil the bug for the re- 
maining required time. Bon Appetite! >a.

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Is pan th close-ups are fun and 
easy. Because you're so close to 
your subjects, the pictures are sharp and 
the colors vibrant even when visibility 
isn’t the best. Close-up picture areas 
range from less than one inch across to 
about 12 x 18 inches or more. Thus, a va- 
riety of small critters—from flamingo 
tongues to friendly fish—await you. 

There are two ways to take close-ups 
with your Nikonos camera and 35 or 
28mm lens: by using extension tubes or 
supplementary lenses. This lesson will 
cover the basics of both. 


EXTENSION TUBES 

Extension tubes are metal cylinders 
placed between the camera body and the 
lens to reduce the focused distance of 
the lens to a few inches. The most com- 
monly used extension tubes are the 1:1, 
1:2 and 1:3. These numbers represent 
the image ratio of the extension tube. The 
first number refers to the height of the im- 
age on film; the second number refers to 
the subject’s actual life size. For exam- 
ple, with a 1:2 tube (pronounced ‘‘one to 
two’’), if the image on film is one inch, the 
subject's life size is two inches. 

You aim the camera with a focal fram- 
er. The subject area that you want sharp- 
ly focused—such as the eyes of a tiny 
shrimp—must be flush with the outer 
edge of the framer. Because depth of 
field is limited, the correct lens to subject 
distance is important. Depth of field is on- 
ly about % inch with a 1:3 tube, % inch 
with a 1:2 and “%e inch with a 1:1. 

The strobe must be held extremely 
close to the subject. (More light is re- 
quired than indicated by the aperture 
scale because the lens has been extend- 
ed from the camera body.) The basic ap- 
ertures and strobe to subject distances 
with a medium power strobe (one nor- 
mally offering f/8 at three apparent feet 
with ISO 100 film) are as follows: 


2:1 tube—f/16, 3 to 6 inches 
1:1 tube—f/22, 3 to 6 inches 
1:2 tube—f/22, 4 to 8 inches 
1:3 tube—f/22, 5 to 9 inches 


With the 1:2 tube, for example, use four 
inches for dark subjects, six inches (mid- 
range) for average subjects and eight 
inches for light subjects. lf you have a 
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Extension tubes can capture thrilling images of small marine organisms. Since depth of 
field is usually small, important parts of the animals, such as the eyes of this hermit crab, 
should be kept near optimum distance from the lens (in line with the framer). 


TTL strobe, find the distance at which the 
strobe signals a full power flash and then 
move it one inch closer. 


PRESS-FIT CLOSE-UP LENSES 

A press-fit close-up !ens fits over the 
Nikonos lens mount with gentle hand 
pressure. They are usually held in place 
by friction with a nylon set screw. Several 
press-fit close-up lenses are available un- 
der various brand names; these are all 
virtually the same. 

Here are tips for using press-fit lenses: 
Make sure the space between the two 
lenses is free of air bubbles; and before 
taking pictures, gently press the lens in 


place to ensure it is seated correctly.

The framers fit around the perimeter of 
the picture area, 9% inches in front of the 
camera. There is a 10mm (less than one- 
half inch) space between the border of 
the picture and the framer. This prevents 
the framer from appearing in the picture. 

The Nikonos close-up lens has slots at 
the top and bottom of the mount so the 
space between the close-up and Nikonos 
lens floods automatically. However, 
check for bubbles adhering to the glass. 

To aim the camera, place the framer 
around the subject. Begin with stationary 
subjects and train your eye to estimate 
the picture area. Later, whenever the 
framer bumps into the subject or bottom, 
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remove it. Estimate picture area by eye 
and use the support rod to estimate dis- 
tance. To estimate where to place the 
end of the support rod, simply touch a 
thumb to the rod and place a fingertip 
near the center of the lens. Then, without 
changing the distance between thumb 
and fingertip, reach out and hold your fin- 
gertip at the center of the intended picture 
area. Your thumb now marks the spot 
where you should place the end of the 
Support rod. 

Fish at virgin dive sites will probably be 
wary of the framer. But at reefs where 
tame fish have trained divers to handfeed

As shown in the diagram below, there will 
be space between the framer and the 
borders of the actual picture area. For ac- 
curate aiming, you must determine exactly 
where the picture area borders are in rela- 
tion to the framer and make marks on the 
framer at these points for reference. 





nibble on the food he conned your buddy 
into placing there. 

After use, wash the Nikonos Close-Up 
Kit with fresh water—especially the tight- 
ening screw and mechanism that grips 
the camera lens. While this is the best 
close-up lens optically (for the Nikonos), 
it is very susceptible to corrosion. 


THREADED CLOSE-UP LENSES 

Hydro Photo has the most commonly 
used threaded close-up lenses. They 
screw into the accessory threads of the 
Nikonos 35 or 28mm lens or any other 
amphibious camera with 52mm accesso- 
ry threads. Three lenses are available for 
the 35mm lens. The designations and ap- 
proximate picture areas and lens to sub- 
ject distances are as follows: 


HP #1—3 x 4.5" at 434” (1:3) 
HP #2—4 x 6” at 8%" (1:4) 
HP #3—8 x 12” at 15” (1:8) 


These lenses are usually aimed by a 
single wand attached to the accessory 
shoe on top of the camera. The wand is 
adjustable for the exact distance for the 
HP #1 or 2 and most of the distance for 
#3. Twin wands are also available. 
These show the exact distance for an HP 
#1 and half the distance for an HP #2. 

To use the HP #2 and wand, for exam- 
ple, you aim the camera by pointing the 
lens at the subject to be photographed. 
The tip of the wand (which shows dis- 
tance only) will be about one-half inch 
above the picture area. Note: Don’t aim 
the wand directly at the center of the pic- 
ture! To visualize the picture area, look at 
the back of the camera body—it is about

The 
mouthpiece is surgical grade silicone and 
orthodontically designed. These last two 
features combine to reduce jaw fatigue. 

According to Oceanic, the Omega Il 
has a ‘‘Bio-engineered servo-assist sec- 
ond stage.’’ This is ‘‘downstream in de- 
sign and adjustable to balance inhalation 
effort with intermediate pressure.’’ Trans- 
lated into layman's language this means, 
simply, that the Omega II is an easy- 
breathing machine. 

You can get the Omega |! in any of the 
colors shown here—with the MaxFlow 
first stage—for $260.

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arrying a fully loaded gear bag can 

be a tricky business. Obeying the law 
of gravity, it seeks the lowest point in the 
arc provided by your arm. Depending on 
your height and the length of your arm 
(You've heard the term, gorilla diver’), 
that point happens to be somewhere from 
beneath your feet to between your knees. 

The most comfortable way to carry 
heavy loads is on your back. To fill this 
need, Wenoka/Sea Style has designed 
the Dive-Pac. This is not just a gear bag 
with shoulder straps, it's specially de- 
signed to be used as a diver’s backpack. 
Its overall dimensions are 22 x 24 x 13.5 
inches—4.1 cubic feet. (A smaller version 
is available—see SDM, June 1985.) This 
large storage area is divided into five 
compartments, each of which closes with 
a noncorrodible plastic zipper. 

The Dive-Pac is made of tough Z-Tex 
nylon. All seams are double sewn with 
nylon thread for strength. All stress points 
are box stitched with an extra piece of 
material inside for reinforcement. The 
shoulder straps are padded and their up- 
per attachment point is reinforced with a 
band of sewn-on nylon webbing. The 
side of the pack that goes against the 
wearer's back is padded as well. The 
straps have snap-in plastic buckles and 
can be adjusted for a comfortable fit. A 
padded nylon webbing carrying handle is 
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attached to the top of the pack. 

Dual cinch straps of adjustable nylon 
webbing are attached to both the top and 
the bottom of the pack. With these, you 
can tighten your load and prevent its 
shifting. You can also use these to strap 
on a towel, jacket, etc. Five plastic trian- 
gular D-rigs are sewn onto the pack. 
They can be used to attach the optional 
1800-S shoulder strap or tie on gear such 
as spearguns or a sleeping bag. 

The Dive-Pac’s compartments are de- 
signed with specific gear in mind. The 
large central chamber will hold your wet- 
suit, mask and snorkel, gloves, hood, 
dive light and lots more. It has a plastic 
key clip sewn inside. Either of the long 
side pockets will hold your fins and the 
other your BC/backpack (if it has a soft 
tank band). The side chambers and main 
chamber have grommets for drainage. 

Both compartments on the back of the 
pack are padded on all sides. You can fill 
one with your regulator and instrument 
console and use the other for dry storage 
or even as an insulated food storage 
chamber. Additionally, the upper cham- 
ber has a sewn-on flap that creates a slip- 
in slot for maps, dive tables, etc.

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Agcy that had the impact on as many 
people in 1939 as did the rescue of 
personnel and final salvage of the sub- 
marine USS Squalus from 240 feet of wa- 
ter has, since then, generated a lot of ad- 
jective ridden superlatives and not a few 
overstated myths. Some of the fictional- 
ized accounts of the happenings involved 
divers; some, what the divers found or 
saw. Others are about the job itself. 


THE DIVERS 

“There were hundreds of divers work- 
ing on the job,’ is one of several overs- 
tatements frequently encountered. The 
best estimate | have been able to arrive 
at is that 53 divers worked on the rescue 
of most of the crew and ultimate salvage 
of the Squalus. A copy of the dive log of 
the USS Falcon records a total of 640 
dives and that is the number | have used 
in working out the data shown in the 





accompanying table. The actual number 
is not important; the important aspects of 
the rescue and salvage work are that, in 
spite of all difficulties, the organizational 
ability and the response of the U.S. Na- 
vy—from Commander in Chief, President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt to Lieutenant K.R. 
Wheland, assistant salvage officer— 
made the job a success. 

_In correspondence, and also in conver- 
sations, with divers who worked on the 
Squalus, their response to my question, 
“How many dives did you make on the 
job?”’ produced answers not compatible 
with dive log records. One diver told me 
he had made dozens of dives when in 
fact the log shows he made only 14; 9 on 
compressed air and 5 using a heliox mix. 
Of these, six were unsuccessful. Another 
diver who stated that he “‘worked on the 
Squalus job” attempted only one dive. 
This was to 240 feet using compressed 


air. The dive was aborted owing to psy- 
chological impact on the diver who had 
to be transferred from the operation. 
The greatest number of dives, a total of 
21, was accomplished by BM1 F.E. 
Smith. Twelve of his dives were on com- 
pressed air; nine on heliox. Of the 21 
dives, all were completed and the objec- 
tives of the dives accomplished in all but 
three dives: an outstanding record! 
Another outstanding record of diving was 
that of then BM2 Martin Sibitzky (now 
Captain, USN, Retired) who made a total 
of 14 air and 6 heliox dives. All except 
two were successfully completed and the 
job objectives met except in one other 
dive. One master diver with many years 
of experience had 10 out of 16 dives 
aborted or failed to complete the as- 
signed tasks. 
Again, it should be stressed that num-

mous shipwrecks in the 
world. An 883 foot long ‘‘un- 
sinkable’’ luxury liner, she 
struck an iceberg and sank on 
her maiden voyage from 
Southampton to New York. 
Her demise was dramatic, in- 
spiring at least one book, Wal- 
ter Lord's A Night to Remem- 
ber, that was made into a mov- 
ie. | watched this film, released 
in 1958, as a child. | have nev- 
er forgotten the scene where 
the band plays bravely on as 
the Titanic upends and sinks. 

The Titanic went down on 
April 15, 1912. She wasn't 
seen again for nearly three- 
quarters of a century. On Sep- 
tember 1, 1985 a French- 
American expedition descend- 
ed 12,500 feet into the Atlantic 
Ocean and came upon her re- 
mains. The lights from their 
submersible A/vin were the 
first to shine upon the Titanic, 
now clothed in perpetual dark- 
ness, in 73 years. 

Aside from the incredible 
depth and the darkness, other 
conditions ensure that few will 
have the privilege of viewing 
the ship in person. Currents 
are so strong that items made 
of brass, glass and copper are 
kept highly polished. The pres- 
Sure at this depth—two and 
one-half miles underwater—is 
about 5,800 pounds per 
square inch; nearly 400 times 
sea level atmospheric pres- 
sure. For souvenirs, expedi- 
tion members lashed eight 
foam plastic Cups, decorated 
with drawings of the Titanic, to 
Alvin's hull: The pressure at 
12,500 feet crushed these to 
one inch in height and turned 
them rock hard. 

The discovery and first ex- 
ploration of the Titanic took 
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Surfacing from a 1985 dive on the Titanic, the 25 foot, three man,

place more than a year ago. 
Last summer, scientists from 
Woods Hole Oceanographic 
Institution, sponsored by the 
U.S. Navy, again visited the 
wreck and spent 11 days div- 
ing on her. Their findings have 
shattered many of the myths 
surrounding the Titanic. 

Most now believe the vessel 
is beyond salvage. Her bow is 
buried up to her anchors in 30 


to 40 feet of mud. It is separat- 
ed from the stern, which faces 
the opposite way, by one-third 
mile. The mid section of the 
wreck is gone. Accounts of 
Survivors indicated the ship 
broke up on the surface, be- 
fore it sank. This could have 
been the result of an explo- 
sion, Caused by ice-cold water 
reaching the vessel's enor- 
mous, coal fired boilers. Dr. 


Robert Ballard, expedition 
leader, says the ship may also 
have imploded on the way 
down. In any case, some items 
photographed in the debris 
field that extends beyond the 
stern have been identified as 
having come from the mid 
section, but the section itself 
has not been found and is 
thought to have disintegrated. 

The myth of the giant tear in 
the ship’s hull—supposedly 
caused by the iceberg—has 
also been disproved. Accord- 
ing to Ballard, “‘We couldn't 
find any of the iceberg’s gash. 
We found buckled plates and 
sheared rivets. There is not a 
300 foot gash.”’ 

The expedition found no hu- 
man bones, but this is not sur- 
prising. Although 1,522 peo- 
ple lost their lives when the 
ship went down (only 705 sur- 
vived), probably none of them 
was inside the ship when it 
sank. No one was hurt when 
the Titanic struck the iceberg. 
In fact, the collision was so 
mild that only a slight jarring 
sensation was felt. 

The Titanic hit the iceberg at 
11:40 pm; it did not sink until 
2:20 am. The majority of those 
who perished drowned or died 
of exposure. Although the 
night was crystal clear and the 
sea, glassy calm, the tempera- 
ture of the water was only 
28°F. When the Titanic went 
down, those left onboard were 
forced into the icy water. Only 
18 lifeboats were launched 
and, not all of them were full. 
Because it was feared they 
would be swamped by swim- 
mers trying to get into them, 
those in them rowed away 
from the ship. One returned 
and saved four men. Nine men 
also managed to clamber 








aboard other lifeboats that had 
not gotten far enough away to 
avoid them, When the Titanic 
sank, the nearest vessel was 
two hours away. Those afloat 
in their lifejackets in the icy 
water would not survive long 
enough to be rescued. 

In its December 1985 issue, 
National Geographic stated: 
“While all children in first and 
second class were saved, 
two-thirds of the children in 
third class perished.’’ The Los 
Angeles Times reported that 
twice aS many men in first 
class survived as children in 
third class and more than half 
of all first and second class 
passengers were rescued. In- 
deed, the book, A Night to Re- 
member, reports that 336 
women, 315 men and 52 chil- 
dren were saved. One hun- 
dred three women and 58 chil- 
dren died. So much for ‘‘wom- 
en and children first.”’ 


THE EXPEDITIONS 
Pictures from the first expe- 
dition were a monochromatic 
blue. This year there was ex- 
citement generated by what 
Ballard called ‘‘rusticles.”’ 
Looking like orange icicles, 
they decorated large areas of 
the hull. One of the very first 
photos released this year 
showed a chandelier in either 
the first class smoking lounge 
or the grand ballroom. Grow- 
ing from one side of it was a 
seafan. The pictures shown 
here were released shortly be- 

fore we went to press. 
The Woods Hole team oper- 
ated this year from the Atlantis 
I/. Scientists would go down in 
the 25 foot, three-man Deep 
Submergence Vehicle Alvin. 
This 22 year old submersible 
has an interesting history. She 
was built by the U.S. Navy and 
given to Woods Hole in 1964. 
One of her first missions was 
the location of an H-bomb, 
dropped in the Mediterranean 
in 1966 when an Air Force B- 
92 and a flying tanker collided 
over Spain. The bomb was re- 
covered by Alvin after two 
months of work. In 1967, the 
submersible was attacked by 
a swordfish at 2,000 feet in the

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hether you call it an octopus, an al- 

ternate air source, a safe second, 
or any of the other popular euphemisms, 
the extra second stage regulator is an 
idea whose time has come. In the new 
standards recently adopted by all scuba 
training agencies, an octopus (we prefer 
the original name) is required of all entry 
level students for all training dives. If this 
device is used in training, divers are 
more likely to purchase one after they be- 
come certified. 

Supplying every diver with an octopus 
is certainly superior to buddy breathing 
for out-of-air situations. Successful buddy 
breathing requires fine coordination in an 
emergency between two people who 
probably haven't practiced the skill since 
their initial training course. Compared to 
that, octopus sharing is a snap. 

Yet, there is serious disagreement on 
how the octopus should be worn or used. 
Some divers just let it drag behind them 
in the sand. Some attach it to their buoy- 
ancy compensators with a rubber plug or 
with a Velcro® strap. Others hook it to 
their weightbelt or keep it in a BC pocket. 
In actual use, some prefer to keep the pri- 
mary second stage and offer the octopus, 
while others maintain that the person who 
is out of air should receive the easier 
breathing primary regulator, while the do- 
nor breathes from the octopus. 

Because of differences in equipment 
and organizational philosophies, there 
has been no standardization on use of

the device. Most experts agree, however, 


that the octopus should be in plain sight, 
where it can be easily found by a needy 
diver. Furthermore, dragging through 
sand and banging against rocks is haz- 
ardous to the health of a second stage, 
therefore it should be affixed to the div- 
er’s body. Dr. Glenn Egstrom, a noted ex- 
pert in diver safety, recommends that the 
octopus be located somewhere in the 
‘golden triangle’ from the diver’s chin to 
his or her waist. 

Another problem in the use of octopus- 
es is the proliferation of hoses. Do you re- 
member when we used to have single 
hose regulators? Today, it is not unusual 
for a first stage to sprout five hoses: the 
primary second stage, an octopus, the 
BC inflator, a drysuit inflator and a sub- 
mersible pressure gauge. First stages 
are beginning to look like flower pots. 

What if someone invented an octopus 
that is positioned within the golden trian- 
gle; settles the question of who uses 
which second stage; and combines the 
function of two low pressure hoses into 
one? Two versions of such a device are 
now available. One has been on the mar- 
ket for several years. The newest one, the 
Sherwood Shadow, made its debut this 
year. Its innovative design has probably 
caused competitors to wonder, ‘‘Why 
didn't we think of that first?”’ 

The secret of the Shadow is simply a 
Y-fitting that allows the BC inflator hose to 
perform double duty: supplying air to the 


octopus regulator as well as to the buoy- 
ancy compensator. Thus the Shadow is 
positioned alongside the corrugated BC 
hose, within easy reach of the diver’s left 
hand. In an out-of-air emergency, the do- 
nor merely hands the primary second 
stage to the recipient, picks up the Shad- 
Ow and uses its air. 

Mechanically, the Shadow is basically 
the same as Sherwood’s other octopus 
regulators. Sherwood produces six dif- 
ferent models with right and left-hand fit- 
tings, with or without a heat retention unit. 
One is set up especially for hookah div- 
ing, with the pressure set for shallow, sur-

While | was swimming on the surface, 
the Shadow had a slight tendency to bub- 
ble occasionally. Adjusting the cracking 
(initial inhalation) effort to a higher toler- 
ance stopped the bubbling. This requires 
removing the low pressure hose swivel 
nut, then adjusting the now visible orifice 
with a screwdriver. (In the near future, 
Sherwood will switch to a slightly stiffer 
poppet spring, which will eliminate the 
need to adjust your Shadow.) Most div- 
ers prefer a higher cracking effort on an 
octopus to prevent accidental air loss. 

| spent an entire dive using the Shadow 
as my primary regulator. It performed 
smoothly at depths to 100 feet, with no 
unusual Characteristics. Clearing was 
easy, whether using the purge button or 
blowing the water out. The attached BC 
hose did restrict head movement some- 
what, but that wouldn't be a problem on 
a straight trip to the surface, for which this 
regulator is intended. 

At the end of the dive, my buddy and 
| did several ascents from depths of 30 to 
60 feet. Again, everything went smoothly, 
with good airflow even when both of us 
inhaled at the same time. Then, to test the 
system under stress, | did something no 
diver would ever do on an ascent. | 
pushed the auto-inflator button and the 
purge button on the primary regulator, 
while breathing from the Shadow. De- 
spite the heavy load on the system, it still 
provided plenty of air. Of course, any reg- 
ulator’s performance is greatly depend- 
ent upon its first stage. In our tests, we 
used Sherwood’s balanced piston first

stage, which continues to deliver good 
airflow at low tank pressures. An unbal- 
anced first stage would degrade the 
Shadow’s performance. 

The Sherwood Shadow is an innova- 
tive idea that has been well executed. It 
provides what could become a definitive 
answer to the questions of how to wear 
an octopus and how to use it. And, in do- 
‘ng so, it helps to combat first stage hose 
sprout. The price of progress is $170 at 
your Sherwood dealer. 


The primary difference between the Shadow and Sherwood’s Magnum series of regula- 
tors is the lack of a roller at the end of the diaphragm lever. This roller is not necessary 
in the Shadow as low cracking effort is not important in a short emergency ascent.

bers mean little. Some divers, as in the 
case of the one who ‘“‘failed”’ in 10 out of 
16 dives, were assigned jobs with an ex- 
tremely high degree of difficulty; jobs that 
possibly no diver could be expected to 
accomplish except after many different 
approaches to the difficult task. 

The accompanying table shows some 
of the facts that affected rescue and sal- 
vage accomplishments during the Squa- 
lus work. 


USE OF OXY-HELIUM 

The 1943 U.S. Navy Diving Manual 
states, ‘“Oxygen-helium mixtures were 
used almost entirely by the divers in the 
salvage of the Squalus....’’ A study of 
the table indicates this is obviously not 
true since only about one-third of all dives 
were made using this gas. It is true that 
of the 316 dives to a depth of 200 feet or 
more, 209 dives (66 percent) were made 
with heliox mix. It is also apparent that a 
higher percentage of heliox dives were 
aborted than were dives on air and there 
was a higher percentage of failure to 
complete assigned tasks U/W when us- 
ing heliox mixes. And, finally, there was 
a lower percentage of dive/job comple- 
tions with heliox than with air dives.

and 25 percent oxygen. The pre-mixed 
breathing gas was shuttled to the Falcon 
from shore in large cylinders. The mixed 
gas was then installed in ‘‘the rack’’ and 
pressures and volumes controlled as re- 
quired by diver depth and work load. 

The dive profile used was generally a 
bottom time of 20 minutes at the maxi- 
mum depth of 240 feet. This was followed 
by in-water decompression stops of sev- 
en minutes at 80 feet, three minutes at 60 
feet and five minutes at 50 feet. The div- 
ers were then brought to the surface for 
an additional 45 minutes of decompres- 
sion at 50 feet while breathing oxygen in 
the recompression chamber. Most dives 
to 240 feet were of less duration than 20 
minutes. A few were longer. 

In spite of an occasional ‘‘blow-up”’ 
from a depth of 240 feet and some divers 
missing the decompression stage and 
finding themselves on the surface, there 
were only three cases of bends. All cases 
responded to treatment and the divers re- 
covered completely. Also, all divers treat- 
ed for bends returned to diving and com- 
pleted the work involved in the salvage of 
the vessel. 


DIVER FINDS 

The after escape hatch on the Squalus 
was in the after torpedo room. These 
hatches had skirts extending several feet 
down into the boat. In practice, the sub 
could flood only until seawater pressure 
and air pressure were equal. Then no ad- 
ditional water could enter the sub or es- 
cape hatch. Crewmen knew this and also 
knew it presented a way out of the sunk- 
en sub. 

On May 25, 1939, Badders and Miha- 
lowski made the final descent with the 
McCann rescue bell to check for life in 
the after compartments of the Squalus. At 
1745 the bell reached the escape hatch 
in the after torpedo room at 240 feet. At 
1803 the bell was seated and pressure 
between the surrounding ocean, the bell 
and the submarine was equalized. At 
1819 both bell and submarine hatches 
were opened by Badders while Mihalow- 
ski operated valves and fittings to keep 
the bell seated. When the submarine 
hatch was opened, Badders reported a 
terrific rush of air followed by a gush of 
water under pressure into the rescue bell. 
It was necessary for Mihalowski to in- 
crease the air pressure within the bell to 
force the water back into the submarine. 
At 1826 the bell ascended to the surface. 

On September 1, 1939, day 96 of the 
salvage job, diver A.A. Philips made a 
dive to the after part of the Squalus, by 
now in only 96 feet of water. He reported, 
‘Found number ten pontoon lying on 
deck. After torpedo room hatch was 
open, pontoon was beating against it.”’ 
The following day diver Martin Sibitzky 
made a dive to inspect the open hatch. 
‘Found torpedo room hatch open, one 
dog broken off, gasket about half out of

Each 
room is equipped with color television, di- 
rect dial telephones, refrigerator, radio, 
alarm clock and air-conditioning. 

The West Wing rooms face the ocean 
and overlook a spectacular lagoon swim- 
ming pool, one of the largest in the world. 
Equivalent to five Olympic sized pools, it 
contains more than one million gallons of 
filtered fresh water. 

In addition to the swank hotel accom- 
modations, Ansett is opening three differ- 
ent restaurants, a complete marina anda 
variety of sports facilities. Two more res- 
taurants will be completed in April 1987. 
_ A full service dive center is now under 
construction. On the hotel premises, It will 
be equipped with two giant air compres- 
sors, rental scuba gear, snorkeling 
equipment, a scuba boutique and a U/W 
camera rental department complete with 
film processing. The Hayman Dive Center 
will be completed by April 1987. It will be

operated by Tony Fontes and Maureen 
Prior, owners of Barrier Reef Diving Serv- 
ices of Airlie Beach. Tony and Maureen 
have been in business six years and op- 
erate a PADI Five Star facility. 

In conjunction with the Hayman Dive 
Center, a new custom dive boat is being 
built by Precision Marine of Australia. 
Named the Reef Goddess, it will be a 60 
foot long, high speed monohull capable 
of cruising at 20 knots, fully loaded. The 
craft should be able to make the 18 mile 
trio from the hotel to Bait Reef in 45 to 55 
minutes. The dive boat is designed to 
carry approximately 25 to 30 scuba div- 
ers and snorkelers. It will operate on a 
daily basis, departing the hotel each 
morning and returning in the afternoon. 

Of the 74 islands in the Whitsunday 


group, Hayman Island is closest to Bait 
Reef, an almost circular atoll on the outer 
edge of the Great Barrier Reef. The outer 
perimeter of Bait Reef is ringed with verti- 
cal drop-offs running from 10 to 120 feet 
deep. Inside is a placid, shallow water la- 
goon filled with magnificent coral gar- 
dens. There are at least 20 dive sites in 
the Bait Reef area. 

Possibly the best wall dive site is Manta 
Ray Drop-Off, named after the friendly 
manta rays that frequent this spot from 
May through September. The mantas 
have wingspreads of 4 to 10 feet. Visibili- 
ty ranges from 50 to 90 feet. 

Stepping Stones is another excellent 
drop-off dive consisting of an unusual 
cluster of slender coral pinnacles rising 
from 80 feet to within a few feet of the sur- 
face. These fairyland formations are cov- 
ered with colorful marine life. 

Nudibranch Point is a favorite site for 
photographers interested in macro pic- 
tures of brilliantly colored nudibranchs. 
Nearby is Christmas Tree Rock. Other 
popular dive sites include The Maze, 
North Lagoon, Pitt Street, Southern Face, 
Gary’s Lagoon and South Lagoon. 

Hayman Island is 15 miles off Austra- 
lia’s Queensland Coast and positioned 
midway between Heron Island and 
Cairns. Access to this area has become 
very convenient with the advent of direct 
jet service to adjacent Hamilton Island. 
Ansett Hotel guests are transported from 
Hamilton to Hayman aboard the hotel’s 
$1.7 million luxury yacht, Sun Goddess. 

Ansett Airlines operates direct jet ser- 
vice from Sydney to Hamilton on a daily 
basis except on Thursdays. Direct jet 
flights from Cairns to Hamilton operate 
daily except on Wednesdays. Qantas op- 
erates daily jet service from major West 
Coast cities to both Sydney and Cairns.

aybe you've seen their ad. You 
know, the one where the yacht is 
about to do a high dive off the top of a gi- 
gantic wave? No? Well, since you ha- 
vent, let me tell you about it: Drawing 
from the experience of a grateful owner 
who wrote to say thanks for building one 
tough boat, Bertram came up with a great 
ad based on the true account of a boat- 
er’s nightmare. 

With a graphic illustration, the ad tells 
the harrowing tale of how this boater and 
his wife encountered a tidal wave very 
near Mexico's Cabo San Lucas. Out of 
nowhere the boat was caught by a wave 
that moved so fast across the otherwise 
nearly calm sea it lifted the yacht 25 feet 
into the air and left it suspended in space! 
After crashing back into the sea the Ber- 
tram showed hardly a scratch and contin- 
ued on its way as if nothing had hap- 
pened. So, what do you say after drop- 
ping your yacht onto what must have felt 
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Bertram boats have gained a reputation 
for reliability and seaworthiness. The 31 
foot Flybridge Cruiser, shown here, has a 
dinette that converts to a double berth. 


like a concrete ocean? The lady's answer 
was, Thank goodness it’s a Bertram.”’ 
If you listen to other Bertram owners 
you'll soon find her sentiments are not 
rare. One adamant Bertram owner told 
me that around the world rough weather 
is known as Bertram weather. ‘‘When the 
going gets so rough you can't get out, the 
only people who will get out will be in a 
Bertram,’ he said. In fact, the Bertram 
family of boats seems to thrive on being 
solid, comfortable yachts that can survive 
tough use and tough seas. At the 1986 
Miami International Boat Show the wind 
and waves off the coast were so bad eve- 
ryone had to cancel their sea trials. Eve- 
ryone that is except Bertram. One editori- 
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al later said something to the effect that 
if you saw the outer markers of Govern- 
ment Cut during that boat show you were 
definitely on a Bertram. 

Boats such as the 31 foot Flybridge 
Cruiser are the things of which boating 
legends are made. In the summer of 
1958 Miami yacht broker Richard Ber- 
tram watched a 24 foot boat ferry crew 
members about a very rough sea at the 
America’s Cup trials. Bertram was 
amazed at the ability of this craft to show 
grace and stability despite rough waters. 
Designed by C. Raymond Hunt, the Hunt- 
er was about to make boating history: It 
was the first of the deep-V hulls. Bertram 
asked Hunt to build a similar 31 foot 
wooden boat, which was completed in 
1960. Despite the boat being built for 
pleasure, not racing, Bertram decided to 
enter the Moppie (his wife’s nickname) in 
the Miami to Nassau Ocean Powerboat 
Race. Conquering 10 to 12 foot seas, it 
won! Only one other boat even finished. - 
Bertram’s new boat was the biggest 
breakthrough in boat designs in almost 
one-third century. 

In a Hialeah, Florida warehouse Ber- 
tram set out to commercially build his 
now famous Bertram 31 using what was 
then a fairly new method of building 
boats: fiberglass. The Moppie was used 
as a mold and the entire production im- 
mediately sold in advance at the 1961 
New York National Boat Show. 

Today, the same basic 31 foot hull is 
still available and remains one of the 
company’s popular yachts. With years of 
engineering, innovations for boats such 
as the 31 and other Bertrams are tested 
by naval architects in model form before 
being incorporated into the line. Still built 
of fiberglass, the mat and woven roving 
is cut to exact size using patterns to as- 
sure the right amount goes into every 
hull. Between each layer resin is sprayed, 
brushed and rolled by hand to guarantee 
regularity and the absence of voids, 
which produce weak spots. The end re- 
sult is recognized worldwide as one of 
the top pleasure craft. Each Is built to the 
same rugged standards and with the 
same handling characteristics. 

Bertram gives an extraordinary amount 
of attention to detail. Each fuel tank for 
the 31 is built in-house of fiberglass and 
pressure tested to ensure there are no 
leaks. An even slightly defective unit is 
not repaired, but discarded. 

Because one of the most troublesome 
features of any yacht is the electrical sys- 
tem, every effort is expended to make a 
Bertram electrically trouble free. The sys- 
tem is laid from wires precisely cut to ex- 
act length (never spliced) and color cod- 
ed to facilitate tracing. All are tie-wrapped 
and cushion clamped at distances of not 
greater than 12 inches. Where they might 
chafe at bulkheads or other obstacles, 
they are cushioned and protected. Every 
wire and component is individually tested 








before it leaves Bertram’s electrical shop. 
To prevent stray current corrosion, all 
Bertrams with fixed electrical systems 
have copper grounding straps running 
the full length of the boat. 

At 10,600 pounds and 30’ 7”, the Ber- 
tram 31 has a maximum beam of 11’ 2” 
and a draft of 2’ 9”. Fuel capacity for the 
pair of 340 hp Mercruisers is 222 gallons. 
With the same hull design as the original 
Moppie, the Flybridge Cruiser has a lot 
more amenities. With a large cabin, the 
boat can sleep four. Two have the added 
privacy of a forward cabin with its V- 
berth, while the others share the port 
space otherwise occupied by a dinette 
that converts to a double berth. 

To the starboard side, just inside the 
main cabin, is an enclosed and extremely 
well appointed marine head with sink and 
shower. Forward of the head is a galley 
with sink, counter top and refrigerator. An 
18 gallon freshwater tank capacity allows 
for drinking and shower needs for a rea- 
sonable amount of cruise time. To make 
cruising more enjoyable, a Blaupunkt 
stereo system Is built-in. 

All fabrics and carpeting for the interior 
of the yacht are specially selected for 
aesthetics and durability in the ocean en- 
vironment. If you choose, Bertram’s de- 
sign group can work with new owners to 
create an interior to almost any special 
color and pattern specifications. 

The aft cockpit has 110 square feet of 
free space and enough room for one-half 
dozen divers to suit up comfortably. The 
boat does, however, have a minimum of 
below deck storage that requires the ad- 
dition of tank racks along the gunwales. 
Dive platforms can be added as an op- 
tion by your dealer. 

As for the ride, the Bertrams | have 
dived from were among the most solid 
and stable of any boats available, al- 
though | wouldn't want to try and dupli- 
cate the one owner's ultimate test of leap- 
ing off a 25 foot wave. According to fac- 
tory marketing personnel, the ride is so 
popular with most owners that many are 
now on their second, third or even fourth 
Bertram yacht as they continually move 
up through the line. 

With a five year hull warranty, the base 
price of the Bertram 31 is $108,000 FOB.

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B ivi about exciting! The new No- 
vurania MX 570 is, with a capital “'E.”’ 
Although the MX 570 hasn’t been out 
very long, it has met with enthusiastic re- 
sponse in Europe. In fact, it has been ac- 
cepted as one of the “‘in’’ boats by mem- 
bers of the upper crust at some of the 
more posh resorts around the Mediterra- 
nean Sea. Style it has, in a rugged, func- 
tional sort of way. 

The artist's conception in the No- 
vurania catalogue doesn't do the MX 570 
justice. When | first saw this boat, sitting 
atop its trailer at the rear of Port-A-Marine 
in Costa Mesa, California | was really im- 
pressed. It is big—as in massive. But, de- 
Spite its large size, the ribbed, deep-V fi- 
berglass hull, gray tubes with blue racing 
stripes and swept-back light bar gave me 
the impression this boat could literally fly 
off the trailer and start soaring like a high 
performance airplane. 

| was anxious to try this boat in the wa- 
ter. Fortunately, | didn’t have long to wait. 
As soon as our diving and photography 
equipment was loaded we were off for 
Newport Harbor. Scott Macintosh’s mid- 
size pickup truck towed the boat easily: 
As tested, the MX 570 weighed only 
about 550 pounds and with an 85 hp en- 
gine still weighed less than 1,000 
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pounds. That’s not a lot of weight for a 
boat of this size and capacity. Overall, the 
MX 570 is 5.7 meters, or 18’8” in outside 
length, with a 7’7” beam. The catalogue 
gives the internal dimensions as 14’'1” by 
3'11”. The tubes are large, for greater 
stability and carrying capacity. They mea- 
sure 22 inches at their maximum diame- 
ter and contain four separate air cham- 
bers. The fabric used for the tubes is 
woven with a heavy 1,200 denier (about 
1,300 decitex) polyester yarn, coated 
with neoprene and Hypalon in a multiple 
calendering process: Hot neoprene is 
rolled into and onto the fabric under pres- 
sure in two separate passes through cal- 
endering machines; a third calendering 
step applies an outer layer of Hypalon. 
This latter makes the tube material more 
resistant to ozone, gasoline and the nor- 
mal rigors of boating. These tubes are 
bonded to the molded fiberglass hull. Be- 
sides the ribbed, deep-V bottom, this hull 
includes: a molded transom, rated for a 
maximum 130 hp engine, with an integral 
“splash box’’ just forward of the transom 
for catching and draining water that 
splashes over the stern; a steering con- 
sole with a stainless steel ship's wheel; a 
molded deck: and molded. cushioned

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heard them in the middle of the night, 

their sounds were immediately recog- 
nizable—unexpected, but unmistakable. 
A pair of this arid, lower Caribbean is- 
land's wild critters had come to town for 
a visit. 

We had already spent almost a week 
exploring this island's underwater world, 
but on this, our third visit to Bonaire, we 
had learned there were a lot of sights and 
animals to see other than those that live 
on its incredibly rich ocean reefs. So de- 
clared by local license plates, Bonaire 
really is a ‘‘divers paradise.’’ With the is- 
land itself breaking the force of the per- 
petual wind, the water to its west is al- 
most always flat. Thick corals grow right 
up to the sand and come as close as the 
Caribbean gets to the exotic reefs found 
in the South Pacific and Indian Ocean. 

‘Look above the Plimsoll mark,’’ one 
of the island's more notorious adventur- 
ers had insisted when he met us at the 
airport. ‘Everyone knows about our div- 
ing. It ain’t the best in the Caribbean,’’ he 
said to our startled surprise, ‘but who's 
got any better?’ he grinned. ‘A lot of 
folks come here and don't ever look at 
anything above the waterline,’ he contin- 
ued, referring to the Plimsoll markings on 
a ship’s side, which indicate the limit to 
which the vessel can be safely loaded. 
‘Some have spent months here and go 
home having seen almost nothin’. I've 
been here 24 years and I’m just now see- 
ing it.’ So we decided to spend half our

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time diving and the rest seeing Bonaire— 
above the Plimsoll mark—with a Budget 
rental car. 

On this night a part of topside Bonaire 
had come to see us. Just outside, a cou- 
ple of real, live, wild burros were sere- 
nading. Having spent a lot of time already 
looking at the Arizona-like cactus cov- 
ered terrain, | almost let myself believe | 
had dreamed them into existence. But 
this was one noisy dream! 

As we traversed the island | had often 
asked where these fellows got drinking 
water. Not particularly difficult to spot on 
the road that turns east toward Lac Bay, 
just south of the airport, small herds had 
frequently crossed the road in front of us 
and trotted across craggy ironshore 
rocks that would have cut anything but 
their very tough hoofs. 

Practically every pond is brackish and 
occupied by vibrant pink flamingos. The 
gorgeous, but gangly birds wade abaut 
on stilt-like legs searching—with one 
eye—for the food that gives them their 
color. They use the other eye to make 
sure no one gets close enough for a 
good photograph. But, the water where 
the flamingos find food is far too salty to 
drink. Almost all of Bonaire's fresh water 
is supplied from a giant desalination 
plant. But where do the flamingos, par- 
rots, lizards and burros get water? Ah! A 
mystery to solve. 

With our plan of island discovery laid 
out, every morning was Set aside for div- 
ing. Most of the dive operations use the 
same system. The afternoon before you 
plan to dive you go to the dive shop, see 
where the boats are heading the follow- 
ing day, place your name or assigned 


number on the blackboard beneath the 


name of your chosen destination and 
head for your favorite watering hole.

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personal gear and a tank will be waiting. 
The locals say its ‘“‘hassle free,’’ | 
wouldn't argue. 

The boats permit you to get to sites that 
would otherwise be difficult or impossible 
to see. But you could spend a month here 
and never have to set foot on a boat. In 
the earliest days of Bonaire’s diving, 
there were no such thing as dive boats. 
They just weren't considered necessary. 

Offshore, literally anywhere just off- 
shore, beds of corals grow right up to the 
surface. To the leeward south of the is- 
land, getting to the beach Is easy. But on 
the upper arm of this boomerang shaped 
piece of land 50 miles north of Venezue- 
la, finding a beach entry can be a bit 
trickier. Sometimes there are no beaches 
at all. When you do find one it may be 50 
feet down a cliff. At those many places 
where beach access is simple, the reefs 
are waiting anytime of the day. In fact, if 
you or your friends are more inclined to- 
ward mask and fins than scuba, you 
don't have to ever slip a tank on your 
back to get a close-up look. 

The reefs begin their slope almost im- 
mediately. In some places the seafloor 
drops away barely 50 feet from shore. 
The slope is often steep, but not steep 
enough to be called a wall. One hundred 
feet down, it strikes a sandy terrace; an 
underwater beach. Here, cities of reclu- 
sive garden eels are often found swaying 
like silvery sea grass. They slowly retreat, 
inch by inch, into their sandy homes as 
you infringe too much on their privacy. A 
bit farther, the slope begins to plunge 
again. It drops almost 700 feet before ris- 
ing again to form flat Klein (little) Bonaire. 

Once you've been to Bonaire, it be- 
comes very easy to recognize underwa- 
ter photos taken here. The island’s reefs 
are very distinctive and seem to have 
been decorated by an underwater de- 
signer who never made it to any other 
part of the Caribbean. They are rich with 
color, thick with corals and have the fin- 
est collection of purple tube sponges in 
the Caribbean. 

Many reefs actually break the surface, 
while at others, stony brain corals grow 
just below, surrounded by bright orange 
cup corals. A few feet away, elkhorn cor- 
als extend their polyps. As the slope be- 
gins, the plate-like corals take over. Of- 
ten, they are so thick you can swim 100 
yards and not find a sand break. 

Less than 100 feet from shore on Klein 
Bonaire the water has already reached a 
depth of 70 feet. The sponges are thick 
and colored red, orange and green. Pur- 
ple tubes, often four and five feet tall, ex- 
tend toward the surface looking like regal 
aquatic instruments. Black coral trees 








and tall, feathery, gorgonian whips wave 
in the normally gentle current. Fluores- 
cent orange elephant ear sponges, six to 
eight feet high, appear to be made of 
plastic. And, in the midst of everything 
else, a strange pale green coral looks 
and feels like leather. 

There are not hordes of fish, rather just 
enough to make the reefs come alive. 
Most of the fish are tame, having been 
handfed by thousands of divers. Moray 
and gold spotted snake eels come out of 
hiding in broad daylight, sometimes 
swimming right out to give you an inspec- 
tion. Tiger and marbled groupers come 
up to your mask to ask if you have food. 
Purple and yellow Spanish hogfish dart 
through your photo composition and tiny 
orange frogfish hide on top of sponges 
that are so similar in color you will prob- 
ably swim by and not see them most of 
the time. 

In fact, if there are two animal species 
on Bonaire's reefs that will bring divers to 
life, they are the frogfish and the sea- 
horses. Mated pairs of orange, yellow, 
brown and black spotted seahorses can 
be found on many dive sites. At night, 
they can always be found clinging to the 
piling growth of one of the island's favor- 
ite night sites, the Town Pier. 

Determined to explore both halves of 
the island, we left the seahorses and 
frogfish every afternoon in order to ex- 
plore the flats to the south and the hills to 
the north and west. Following the one- 
way, scenic coastal route north and west 
past all the hotels and leaving the central 
town of Kralendijk (kra’-lin-dike, trill the 
“r’’) heading in the general direction of 
Rincon, one of Bonaire’s several dozen 
beach dive sites, Thousand Steps, 
jumped out and got in our way. 

Here it’s really pretty easy to get to the 
beach. All you have to do is pick up all 
your gear and climb down 100 or so 
steps carved into the otherwise sheer cliff 
face. The corals come directly to the 
beach and with polarized sunglasses you 
can see the fish swimming between their 
outstretched branches from the cliff's top 
100 feet above. So why do they call the 


place Thousand Steps? Why not Hun- - 


dred Steps? Wait until you try to get back 
to the top with a scuba tank on your back: 
You'll know! 

A little farther down the road, look 
close. Off to the right a high, natural stone 
bridge arch is almost hidden against the 
bluff. You can easily climb up over it 
while listening to the high shrilled 
screams of the yellow cheeked green 
Bonairian parakeets that cling to almost 
every cactus. 

A few miles farther, the road appears 
to end its coastal tour and turns inland to- 
ward Lake Goto Meer and then to Rin- 
con. lf you continue past it, right up to the 
entrance of the oil storage facility (impos- 
sible to miss), then turn right, you can 
continue on a graded road for several 
more miles.

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in such a fashion as to present the illusion 
you are on a very mountainous island. 

Along the road is another feature 
unique to Bonaire: The fences are made 
of cactus. With three and four foot pieces 
simply chopped off, leaned together and 
wired, they make a formidable barrier. 
Even though the cut pieces are not plant- 
ed, they continue to live. 

At the road's end, Rincon is one of the 
most scenic little villages in the Caribbe- 
an. In the late afternoon sunlight the pas- 
tel yellows of the church and houses 
seem to glow. At the bottom of the hill 
you ll find a junction where you can head 
west toward the national park, or east 
back to Kralendijk. But before you head 
anywhere you must take the traditional 
Rincon break. 

Turn right and go on until the road 
ends. You will be almost in front of Bon- 
aire’s famous Amstel Bar. Get yourself 
something cold to drink here, or better 
yet, take another right, go up the hill a 
short distance, take the downhill gravel 
side of the Y and go a few meters until 
you end up in what appears to be a yard. 
Go to the window of the building to your 
left and order a cup of exotic ice cream— 
pistachio with real nuts, pineapple with 
chunks of fruit or peanut with whole 
peanuts. Our favorite? Sour sap, a purely 
Caribbean island delight. 

Once you've finished your break, and 
assuming it’s still early in the day, head 
west. At the far end of the road you'll find 
the 13,000 plus acre Washington/Slag- 
baai National Park. There is a minimal fee 
per person for touring and it closes 
promptly at 5:00 pm. Don't be surprised 
if the rangers begin to move you toward 
the gate a full hour ahead of that time. 
The park’s exploration really deserves a 
picnic lunch and a full day, but if you start 
by 2:00 pm you can see much of it. 

Two routes take you on either a 15 or 
22 mile journey through the hills. lf you 
plan to get off the main road you'd best 
arrange for a Jeep-type vehicle. Don't be 
surprised if four foot long iguanas make 
their way across the road in front of you. 

The area is a sanctuary for the many 
types of birds found on the island and the 
rare Bonarian parrot and smaller para- 
keets screech from sunup to sundown. 
The terrain is rugged and filled with 
caves. Along the coastal route you can 
find secluded snorkeling beaches such 
as Playa Funchi. At Playa Chikitu the 
strong waves are normally high enough 
for some good body surfing. Stay in the 
middie and watch out for the strong un- 
dertow at the sides. 

On the way back from Rincon continue 
left and take the northern coastal road. 
Where possible get close to the water. 
You are now on the windward side of the 
island. The constant, year-round trade 
wind creates a spectacular show when it 
forces the rough water to crash against 
the rugged ironshore. Watch for the sign 
that indicates the Indian markings. At the 
end of the road, opposite the point where

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the ocean has carved a deep gouge into 
the island’s face, you will find an over- 
hanging cliff with large stalactites and 
stalagmites. At the western end of the cliff 
are the undeciphered writings of some of 
Bonaire’s earliest Indian inhabitants. 

As you return to Kralendijk be pre- 
pared for a bit of culture shock. Bonaire, 
although it has its own government, is 
loyal to the Dutch and is part of the Neth- 
erlands Antilles along with neighboring 
Curacao. It has a very well educated pop- 
ulation and you will probably hear locals 
speaking three or four languages. In aa- 
dition to their own Papiamento—a mixture 
of Dutch, Spanish and Portuguese—al- 
most everyone speaks fluent Dutch, 
Spanish and English. 

Restaurants with cuisines ranging from 
seafood to exotic can be found in and 
around Kralendijk’'s compact business 
district. North of the Bonaire Beach Hotel 
sample the seafood and enjoy the 9,000 
gallon saltwater aquarium at Den Laman 
Aquarium Restaurant. In town, the Bistro 
des Amis serves escargot, French onion 
soup and fine wines, while the Beefeater 
broils sumptuous continental steaks and 
seafood. The Zeezicht faces the town 
pier and prepares some of the best fresh 
conch on the island. At the China Garden 
or Great China choose from Oriental 
menus or sample the cuisine at the Mona 
Lisa or Rendez-Vous. If you’re in town to 
shop, take a look at Littman Jewelry’s 
custom diver trinkets or nearby T-shirt 
specialty shop. 

For an easy afternoon tour you can 
combine with beach diving, take the road 
south past the airport. If you go all the 
way to the point you'll find yourself at the 
Willemstoren lighthouse, built in 1837. 
Continue back up the windward side to 
Sorobon Beach and Boca Cai at Lac 
Bay. These are two of the most beautiful 
beaches on the island and piles of conch 
shells are stacked up on the sand. 

Long before you find the lighthouse, 
just a few miles down the ocean drive 
from the airport, a white mountain jumps 
into view and compels you to stop. Tons 
and tons of freshly dried sea salts are 
piled up opposite the salt pier. Other than 
tourism, salt production is one of Bon- 
aire’s two main industries. Large ‘‘pans”’ 
contain shallow ponds of evaporating 
seawater. Many have a pink hue owing to 
the organisms that live in the high saline 
solution. If you look closely you may be 
able to spot some of the flamingos that 
nest around these pans and flats. 

The pans were once worked totally by 
slave labor and the remains of the slaves’ 
tiny huts still line the beach around one of 
several tall pyramid markers. They retain 
the colors given them by early salt 
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shippers. When told to pick up a cargo at 
the ‘‘red’’ marker, the captain of an old 
tall masted ship would know exactly 
where to anchor. 

There are many excellent dive and 
snorkel spots, just off the road, including 
the wreck of the 230 foot freighter, Hilma 
Hooker. She was carrying some 25,000 
pounds of marijuana in secret compart- 
ments and her owners never came for- 
ward to claim her. The vessel sank in 90 
feet of water. You can read the story of 
her last days in the August 1986 SDM. 

Arranging accommodations on Bon- 
aire is easy, regardless of your travel 
budget or the size of your family or 
group. The options available range from 
simple economy rooms to excellent ho- 
tels, apartments, houses or deluxe villas. 

The largest dive operator on the island 
is DIVE BONAIRE, at the FLAMINGO 
BEACH HOTEL. Having earned the repu- 
tation of being one of the most efficient 
operations ever conceived, this flagship 
Peter Hughes dive facility can handle up 
to several hundred people without any- 
one ever feeling crowded. 

Two Dive Bonaire operations are at 
either end of the Flamingo Beach resort 
property. Together, Dive Bonaire and 
Dive Bonaire || have 30 staff members. 
Co-managed by dive operations manag- 
er Harry Ward, assistant manager Dana 
Vied and Mike Conkel, Peter Hughes’ 
fast, custom designed dive boats pull up 
to the docks on a staggered schedule. 
Once you've witnessed the smoothness 
with which this is executed you will find 


it hard to believe there are several dozen 
guests staying at the Flamingo. 

Each of the nine boats visits a different 
site and more than 40 sites are available 
to dive guests. 

The boats depart between 9-9:30 am 
and 2-2:30 pm every day. There is unlim- 
ited shore diving from 8:30 am to 10:30 
pm. Night boat dives are offered six eve- 
nings a week as well. 

Built on the water, the hotel’s Spanish 
decor is lushly landscaped around many 
small walkways. An efficient, well 
planned 148 room resort, it has two res- 
taurants, the only barefoot casino in the 
islands, a large whirlpool tub, pool, bou- 
tique, conference room and one of the 
best equipped underwater photo centers 
to be found anywhere. A short walk from 
anywhere to wherever you want to be, 
the facility is relatively compact, yet spa- 
cious. The restaurants, the Calabas and 
Chibi Chibi, give you a choice in menus. 
They, and the Flamingo’s Nest bar, are 
next to the sea. A second watering spot, 
the Player’s Bar, is next to the casino. 

A new vacation concept for Bonaire, 
the CLUB FLAMINGO, has recently been 
added to the northern end of the proper- 
ty. It is a timeshare facility and owners 
have the availability of all the hotel's 
amenities and diving at a guaranteed, 
prepaid room rate for the life of their time- 
share contract. Ownership is reasonable 
and represents a fantastic value and sav- 
ings for those who return regularly.

photography center, are now between 
the main hotel entrance and the Calabas 
restaurant. The expanded pro underwa- 
ter photography shop has a large class- 
room and is managed by well known un- 
derwater photographers Jerry Schnabel 
and Suzi Swygert. Frequently photo- 
graphed, Suzi is one of the best under- 
water models around. 

You can sign up to have a video made 
of your underwater explorations, take an 
afternoon macro photo course or obtain 
PADI or NAUI underwater photo certifica- 
tion. Complete underwater camera rental, 
supplies and overnight E-6 type film proc- 
essing are available in one of the clean- 
est, best equipped photo labs in the Car- 
iobbean. To help you learn from your suc- 
cesses and mistakes, your film is re- 
turned sleeved in one long unmounted 
strip. Sitting at any of the numerous light 
tables in the main store or classroom you 
can check frame to frame for composition 
and exposure techniques while one of the 
store’s pros offers advice and assis- 
tance. You can then mount them all or 
just the ones you want to keep. 

Just a few yards south of the Flamingo 
is Bruce Bowker’s CARIB INN. This is a 
smaller, less structured resort and 
Bowker likes to give his dive guests very 
personal attention. It is built around a 
courtyard pool. Bowker recently ex- 
panded the property to a total of ten 
rooms and apartments. Each has its own 
refrigerator and some are complete with 
living room, kitchen and separate bed- 
rooms. A few have an ocean view and 
one seaside, two bedroom apartment is 
large enough to easily accommodate six. 
The inn does not have a restaurant. In- 
stead, guests prepare their own meals or 
walk to any of the better restaurants in 
Kralendijk, less than ten:minutes away. 

With two new and very fast Privateer 
outboard boats, limited to a maximum of 
ten divers, Carib Inn is a fully equipped 
dive operation including a small retail fa- 
cility. The shop offers NAUI and PADI in- 
struction, open water check-outs and 
specialty courses taught by Jim Surber. 

An American expatriot, Bowker has 
been on Bonaire almost 14 years and is 
respected as one of the most knowledge- 
able resort operators and dive guides on 
the island. 

Bowker takes his personal guests to 
experience some of Bonaire’s lushest 
spots. Every time we return to the island, 
he knows we'll want to go to Sponges at 
the eastern edge of Klein Bonaire. It is an 
exclusively Carib Inn dive site and no one 
else will risk the difficult and possibly 
treacherous anchorage. Any boat larger 
than either of his outboards would prob- 
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ably end up on the reef. A very experi- 
enced skipper, Bowker carefully puts his 
groups right up against the edge of the 
drop-off. 

To the north of Kralendijk is the other 
of the island’s two major resort proper- 
ties, BONAIRE BEACH HOTEL. Wide, 
sandy beaches are not common on the 
island, so if that is one of your major 
prerequisites you'd better consider stay- 
ing here. Built on Playa Leche, the resort 
is still undergoing a complete, long term 
renovation program. Major portions have 
been completed. In addition to a large 
thatched roof beach hut and bar, the en- 
tire property is being relandscaped. 

The hotel is spread over a large 
amount of space that gives guests plenty 
of room to find a secluded spot. The fami- 
ly resort hotel is perfect for children. With 
lighted tennis courts, sailboarding, Sun- 
fish sailboats, Sunset cruises and a minia- 
ture golf course, there are plenty of non- 
diving activities for everyone. 

With the indoor Neptune and the out- 
door Beach Hut restaurants, as well as 
the Black Coral Casino, the evening en- 
tertainment is casual and pleasant. On 
Wednesday and Sunday evenings the 
casino tempts you to try your luck by giv- 
ing away free chips to everyone who 
dines in the Neptune. Outdoor buffets are 
usually set on several evenings and live 
entertainment is scheduled on at least 
one night during your stay. 

Owned by Bonarian Eddie Statia and 
American Al Catalfumo, the hotel's dive 
shop, BONAIRE SCUBA CENTER, is a 
complete dive operation with several un- 
crowded boats leaving the dock twice a 
day. Night dives are also frequently 
scheduled. The underwater photography 
center can provide overnight E-6 film 
processing, instruction, a strobe re- 
charge station and rentals including 
point-and-shoot underwater cameras and 
Nikonos systems. 

On an unlimited dive package you can 
grab a tank and go in the water almost 
anytime. Beach diving and snorkeling is 
great right at the front porch of the dive 
shop. Front Porch reef drops to a depth 
of more than 90 feet just yards from the 
dock. At 70 feet an old wreck is becom- 
ing a living reef and makes a good photo 
prop. Diving on this reef is best to the 
north side. Along its drop you can find 
dense growths of corals and sponges. 

One special Bonaire Scuba Center trip 
you must plan to take is the Truck Dive. 
No, you're not going to dive on a sunken 
pick-up truck. You’re going to dive from 
a truck! It’s sort of like a Bonairian ver- 
sion of a diver's hay ride. Since all the 
main island's reefs can be reached from 
shore it's often faster and easier to get 
there via land instead of sea. 

North of the Bonaire Beach Hotel is 
one of the island’s best known, uh, ‘‘re- 
sorts. Be careful what you call the place 
when a gray bearded guy—wearing 
scratched glasses, shorts, sandals, any 





of a dozen floppy hats with hero pins all 
over them and a white shirt with a dive 
flag on the sleeve and Manila cards 
hanging out of his pocket—is around. 
Cap'n Don doesn't like his HABITAT to be 
called a ‘‘resort,’’ and he absolutely 
hates the word “hotel.” ‘‘It's a dive shop 
with rooms,”’ he says firmly. Don’t argue. 

An American expatriate of 24 years, 
Captain Don Stewart is one of those guys 
who can truly be called a character. Such 
a character is he that he has been fea- 
tured in dozens of magazine articles and 
in the comic strip, Dondi, on the fictional 
island of Bonairy. He is so coarse on the 
outside he will try to make you believe 
you could skin him and sell the hide for 
sandpaper. On the inside is a fellow with 
a lot of love for the ocean, his island and 
deep sentiment for all his friends.

His guests really do become his friends 
and keep coming back year after year. In 
addition to the several dozen cottages at 
the Habitat, the Cap’n and his business 
manager Morey Ruza are now building 
almost 30 villas on the adjacent property. 
Called HAMLET and being sold to repeat 
visitors, these will become the nucleus for 
a village that will eventually include 
shops, recreational facilities and a recir- 
culating river of seawater that will provide 
a home to many exotic forms of sealife.

For 
the more conventional, the dive boat 
does have a schedule and leaves every 
morning and afternoon. 

There is a very complete underwater 
photo center where you can rent a cam- 
era, get your E-6 type film processed, 
have an underwater video tape made of 
your vacation or take a personalized un- 
derwater photo course. 

Habitat is also the primary base for 
Dee Scarr's TOUCH THE SEA. Dee has 
spent years studying the ocean’s crea- 
tures and has developed an uncanny 
ability to understand and communicate 
with them. Taking small groups on es- 
corted tours, she shows you how to make 
friends with the residents of the reef. 

Private ownership of vacation property 
has just begun to rise in popularity on the 
island. In addition to those available at 
Habitat, SAND DOLLAR BEACH CLUB, a 
condominium complex, is now under 
construction between the Bonaire Beach 
Club and Cap'n Don's. With 14 units al- 
ready completed and 20 to be ready by 
December 15, this luxury club will offer 
the options of ownership, property man- 
agement and rentals. 

Beautifully furnished one, two and 
three bedroom units are available with full 
kitchen facilities. 

A full dive shop is scheduled to open 
December 15 and a complete water- 
sports operation with swimming pool, 
tennis court, marina and beach hut bar 
will follow. 

For family vacationers who want more 
Space and privacy there are a number of 
private villas on the island for rent. 
Across from Playa Leche beach, just op- 
posite Bonaire Beach Club, BUDDY’S 
DIVE RESORT has its own small retail 
dive shop with complete instruction, 
equipment rental and several outboard 
boats for small groups. 

Owned by Yvonne and Joop Rauwers, 
the air-conditioned one and two bedroom 
efficiency apartments of CARABELA 
BUNGALOWS are fully furnished. While 
not directly on the water, Buddy’s has its 
boats just across the street. With the abili- 
ty to handle up to 20 divers maximum, 
the boats are never crowded. Ten per- 
sons is always the maximum number per 
trip. Guided by marine biologist/dive in- 
structor Hans van Dam from Holland, 
dive departures are made from the Yacht 
Club adjacent to Playa Leche. 

In Kralendijk, just south of the Town 
Pier, the POSEIDON NEMROD CLUB 
BONAIRE operates a dive shop. Dive 
packages, equipment rental, air fills, re- 
sort courses, Sunfish sailing, water skiing 
and water taxi service to Klein Bonaire for 
sightseeing and snorkeling are available. 
The club is an affiliate of the European or- 
ganization of the same name. 

Between the Poseidon Nemrod Club 
and the Flamingo Beach Hotel is the 
BONAIRE SUNSET INN. A small motel, it 
is just across the street from good snor- 
keling. Only a short walk from the town’s 








main shopping district, the inn has six 
double bedrooms, of which two have a 
kitchenette. Each has its own refrigerator. 
The building's lobby has fully equipped 
kitchens and laundry facilities are avail- 
able to all guests. Diving packages can 
be arranged through Poseidon Nemrod 
or Dive Bonaire. 

Operated by the same management as 
Sunset Inn, BONAIRE SUNSET VILLAS 
has several villas and houses around the 
island. South of the airport, at the end of 
what is known locally as bungalow row, 
one of the villas is set directly on the 
ocean. Its curved archways give a nice 
feeling of space. Well landscaped beds 
of pastel flowers are planted around the 
palms. One and three bedroom apart- 
ments are available for rental by the day, 
week or month.

A barbecue pit is perma- 
nently built at the end of one of the docks 
and is available to guests at anytime. 
There are seven units, each with two bed- 
rooms and a kitchen. As an option, all 
your food shopping can be done before 
your arrival. When you walk in the door, 
the refrigerator will be filled with the foods 
you have selected before leaving home. 


Packages can be purchased with or 
without diving arrangements. If included, 
the diving is handled by Carib Inn with de- 
partures from its dock. Don't be surprised 
if you see your villa from the boat. Some 
of the best dive sites you will be visiting 
are right in front of your door. Excellent 
diving can be found just a short swim 
from the inn on Roy’s Choice, a colorful 
U/W garden with plenty of tame fish. 


One of the most unusual resort proper- 
ties is on Lac Bay, five miles across the 
island.

the atoll is accessible within minutes 
of the dock. And, both Lighthouse and 
Glover's Reef are easy day trips for 
the resort's fast, comfortable, 38 foot 
dive boat. 

The Turneffe Island Lodge dive aq- 
venture begins with a Belize City arriv- 
al. Belize City is one of the most ac- 
cessible dive destinations, with daily

jet service from Miami, Houston and 
New Orleans. It serves as a staging 
area for the variety of diving programs 
offered along the barrier reef, in the 
aiolls and from live-aboard dive ves- 
sels. Divers are transported from the 
airport to the Fort George Hotel docks 
to rendezvous with the dive boat and 
cruise to the Turneffe Islands. The 
Grand Slam is the queen of an exten- 
sive Turneffe Island Lodge fleet. A 38 
foot Delta, she was custom designed 
with a plush interior, head, freshwater 
shower, electronics such as Loran C, 
VHF and stereo, and powered by twin 
Caterpillar 3208 diesels. Your dive 
bags and camera gear will be safely 
stowed below. Then, for the next hour 
or so, you will cruise by scenic cayes 
and watch as the water becomes ever 
more crystalline and blue until, finally, 
a sheltered mangrove lined channel 
leads to the docks at the lodge. 

There, in bold letters emblazoned 
on the fuel tank, is the legend that per- 
haps best describes a week's vaca- 
tion at the Turneffe Island Lodge: 
‘We're not here for a long time, just a 
good time.” That is the intent of own- 
ers Dave and Jill Bennett and that is 
what they deliver. 

The Turneffe Island Lodge of six 
years ago is significantly different than 
today's incarnation. What was once a 
primitively austere fishing camp has

been nurtured into a comfortably effi- 
cient, friendly base for both sportfish- 
ing and sport diving. In their six years 
of ownership, the Bennetts have com- 
pletely refurbished and rebuilt the 
lodge. They have also added a dive 
shop and ten new fishing skiffs with 
new motors, built a fleet of dive boats, 
added generators and back-up gener- 
ators, improved the freshwater catch- 
ment system, brought in four dive 
compressors and staffed the resort for 
a high degree of personal service. 
From a guest roster of only 49 their 
first year of operation, the Bennetts 
now host more than 500: guests a 
year, many of whom are either repeat 
guests or word-of-mouth referrals. 

The complex consists of eight 
rooms, six configured as doubles and 
two as quads. The island of Caye Bo- 
kel is 12 acres of sand, palm trees 
and mangroves with bonefish flats just 
offshore and superior diving within a 
five minute boat ride. There are two 
docks and a bar and dining area that 
is the center for evening entertainment 
on the island. Dining is family style, as 
befitting a small and intimate resort 
such as the Turneffe Island Lodge. 
The food is wholesome and quite out- 
standing. Dave and Jill are the conviv- 
ial hosts and other members of the 
Bennett family are on hand to assist 
with the diving services. 

The Turneffe Island Lodge started 
as a fishing camp and still has a very 
loyal following among sportfishermen, 
but the quality of diving so nearby 
made the evolution of diving services 
inevitable. In fact, the lodge now ca- 
ters to more than 60 percent divers 
and many visiting anglers try diving 
during their vacation and end up 
hooked themselves. The fishing is pri- 
marily the more sporting catch and re- 
lease variety with bonefish, permit and 
tarpon being the target species. There 
is also big game trolling only 300 
yards from the front door for sailfish, 
marlin, King mackerel and wahoo, as 
well as very good bottom fishing. For 
divers, the variety of marine life is 
even more striking. 

The 38 foot Grand Slam has been 
fitted for diver convenience with a 
walk-through transom, dive platform 
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with extended ladders, tank racks and 
a freshwater shower at the stern. An 
outboard powered 25 foot Hydrosport 
and a 24 foot Boston Whaler complete 
the dive fleet. 

Most of the week's diving will be 
done close to the resort and there is 
a tremendous wealth of sites. My per- 
sonal favorite is technically known as 
the Elbow (Bokel means elbow in 
Dutch) but I’ve requested this same 
dive site so many times that the staff 
has taken to calling it Frink’s Point. 
Here a wall slopes sharply from about 
40 to 140 feet and the face is richly 
adorned with sponges, gorgonians in 
thick profusion, black coral and other 
forms of filter feeders. There are color- 
ful concentrations of reef life along the 
wall and, in the surge channels per- 
pendicular to the drop-off, species 
such as grouper, angelfish, porkfish 
and spadefish. However, it is the 
amazing daily parade of pelagic life 
that best defines the Elbow. Eagle 
rays in particular are absolutely de- 
pendable. I’ve never seen less than 
three on a single dive and to date the 
most ever observed in a single forma- 
tion were the 24 sighted by SKIN DIV- 
ER editor/publisher Bill Gleason earli- 
er this year. Permit and jacks school 
in huge numbers along certain points 
of the drop-off and in another area 
there is an unusually high concentra- 
tion of turtles. Sharks are occasionally 
sighted (nurse, blacktip and bull) and 
in April and May the king mackerel mi- 
grate past the Elbow in huge schools 
of more than 100. Shark sightings are 
more frequent at that time as they 
track the migrations of the kings and 





the annual spawning of the grouper is 
one phenomenon | hope one day to 
photo-document. | could dive the El- 
bow every day of my vacation and be 
satisfied, but then Il’d miss too many 
other fine sites near Caye Bokel. 

Triple Anchors is an especially fas- 
cinating site in only 45 to 50 feet on 
the leeward side of the island. As im- 
plied by the name, three old Spanish 
anchors lie coral-encrusted at this site. 
Two of them are nearly upright. The 
coral heads are high profile clusters of 
star and brain and the marine life both 
prolific and approachable. Also, in 45 
feet of water, is the wreck of the 
Sayonara, a former Turneffe Island 
Lodge transport vessel ceremoniously 
sunk as an artificial reef after a pro- 
ductive past. The Sayonara is a wood- 
en vessel steadily deteriorating on the 
bottom, but she has attracted some in- 
teresting marine life and the coral 
heads surrounding the wreck hold 
ample fascination for a dive. Within 
100 yards of the wreck is an ever 
present school of permit. 

The Turneffe Island Lodge has Lo- 
ran coordinates on more than 50 intri- 
guing dive sites within a 5-15 minute 
boat trip of the resort, but once or 
twice a week excursions are offered to 
Lighthouse Reef or the Glover’s Reef 
atolls. Lighthouse is but one hour and 
20 minutes away and Glover’s is even 
closer, so each is a very realistic day 
trip. There is excellent diving at both 
atolls, but the land excursion to Half 
Moon Caye at Lighthouse Reef is a 
must. This is a filmmaker’s fantasy of 
what a Caribbean island should look

onterey diving is definitely cold wa- 

ter diving, but it is not difficult to ex- 
plain why the area attracts 50,000 divers 
per year.

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MONTEREY’S MAMMALS 


The problem with doing a lot of diving 
in the Monterey area is that interactions 
with Monterey’s marine mammals be- 
come so frequent that each new dive is 
likely to be more memorable than the 
last. Divers are apt to run into one of 
these bundles of personality almost any- 
where along the Monterey coast. Within 
a short kick from the beach, divers can 
mingle with frolicking sea lions, observe 
the antics of a feeding otter or come face 
to face with a curious harbor seal. These 
three marine mammals are so numerous 
in Monterey that divers can almost be as- 
sured of getting close enough to see and 
even photograph them. 

The California sea lion, the ‘‘trained 
seal’’ most widely seen in circuses and 
animal shows throughout the world, can 
almost always be found in large numbers 
near the end of the Monterey Breakwater. 
Here, numbers of the migratory sea lions 
cover the rock jetty, sunning themselves 
or playing aggressively in the shallows. 
The population is comprised of young 
males and females and older adult 
males. For ten months out of the year, 
divers can swim to the end of the break- 
water and find all the excitement they can 
handle. From August through late May, 
as many as 200 sea lions make the 
breakwater their home. 


During the months of June and July 
sea lions congregate near rookeries. 
These are special areas where the major- 
ity of females of breeding age stay during 
most of the year. The breeding grounds 
are mostly on the offshore islands from 
San Miguel Island—one of the Channel |s- 
lands—south into Mexico, on either rocky 
or sandy spots.

The barking of sea lions can be heard 
from quite a distance, both underwater 
and above. Even on days with excellent 
visibility, the barking is audible underwa- 
ter long before the animals can be seen. 

With their soeed and maneuverability, 


sea lions spend a minimum of time feed- 
ing. They enjoy freedom of movement 
and often spend much of their time teas- 
ing or playing with others. They appear to 
be very curious about divers and will of- 
ten include them in their games of intimi- 
dation. Younger sea lions will spend 
much of their time practicing their games 
of aggression, which become part of their 
breeding behavior when battling for terri- 
tory at the rookeries. Young sea lions 
have the unnerving habit of playing chick- 
en with divers, veering off only at the last 
possible moment after snapping their 
teeth or blowing bubbles. 

Although playful and usually harmless, 
sea lions have a mouthful of impressive 
teeth that could easily do a great deal of 
damage. Fortunately, the bull sea lions 
rarely do more than cruise slowly past 
divers, adding menacing stares for effect. 
Divers can enjoy the presence of these 
lively mammals underwater, but should 
be careful not to harass them or take un- 
necessary chances. 

The swift and graceful movements of 
the sea lion result from front and rear 
limbs modified for increased mobility un- 
derwater. The hind limbs are flat and 
broad to give greater surface with which 
to push the water. 

The skin of sea lions is quite thick and 
generally hairy with an underlying, thicker 
layer of fat. This double layer provides in- 
sulation that allows these animals to re-

tain their body heat in the chilly waters 
that serve as their home. Good insulation, 
however, can cause problems if the 
mammals become overheated from exer- 
tion. To overcome this problem sea lions 
cool themselves by immersing their 
flippers in cold water or warm themselves 
by exposing their flippers to the rays of 
the sun. 

Sea lions are easily recognized by the 
presence of small external ear flaps and 
the ability to fold their hind flippers for- 
ward, alongside the body. However, sea 
lions are often confused with another of 
Monterey’s marine mammals, the harbor 
seal. This is the only kind of earless seal 
along the Northern California coast. Har- 
bor seals don’t have the external ear flap 
and are unable to fold their hind flippers 
forward alongside the body. On land the

differences become readily apparent. 
Seals move in a ponderous, worm-like 
fashion, while sea lions put all their 
weight on their flippers and are able to 
move quickly on land. 

Harbor seals are much smaller than 
sea lions and look a great deal like 
swollen cigars, five or six feet in length, 
with large curious eyes and bewhiskered, 
puppy-like faces. Their color varies from 
light gray or tan to almost black and they 
are mostly mottled or spotted. Unlike the 
vociferous sea lions, seals are usually si- 
lent animals. They are often seen basking 
in uncomfortable positions on rocks just 
above the waterline, shifting their posi- 
tions to adjust to incoming swells. Stay- 
ing close to the water and keeping an 
alert eye on their surroundings, they are 
always ready to make a quick getaway. 

Harbor seals make their home in Mon- 
terey all year. They are usually described 
as polygamous or promiscuous, but do 
not form organized harems for breeding 
as do sea lions. The pups, which can 
swim almost from birth, nurse only a few

weeks. They are usually born on land, but 
may also be born in the water. 

There are several locations in Monte- 
rey County where divers are most likely 
to be visited by harbor seals underwater. 
In Whaler’s Cove at the Point Lobos State 
Reserve harbor seals can often be found 
on the wash rocks to the left of the en- 
trance to the cove, between Cannery 
Point and Bird Rock. Meetings with seals 
are usually unexpected and usually at the 
whim of the seal’s own curiosity. 

Divers entering the water between Lov- 
er’s Point and Chase Reef inside Monte- 
rey Bay will frequently be visited by one

of several friendly harbor seals. Numer- 
ous divers have reported encounters with 
seals in this area. At Otter Cove just east 
of Lover’s Point, there is a seal nick- 
named Spot that will often foliow divers 
for the duration of a dive, begging for 
handouts or inviting an affectionate pat. 

Spearfishermen will usually pique the 
curiosity of the intelligent mammals, 
which are always looking for a quick 
meal, but divers with fish on a stringer 
should be forewarned that harbor seals 
may not take no for an answer: They 
have been known to literally rip fish off a 
diver’s stringer. 

The marine mammal that has captured 
the heart of the public in Central Califor- 
nia is the sea otter. Often referred to as 
the teddy bear of the ocean, it is the 
smallest of the marine mammals. It is 
cute and appears to be cuddly, intelligent 
and friendly. However, it is this furry bun- 
dle of energy that has stirred a series of 
hotly debated controversies. The issues 
have evolved around the stability and vul- 
nerability of the otter population in Califor- 
nia and the otters’ appetite for shellfish. 

While somewhat approachable on the 
surface, otters usually retreat when div- 
ers get too close. To the untrained eye, 
they look a lot like small logs floating in 
the kelp with bumps at both ends. The 
bumps are the otter’s head and hind 
flippers, which the otter keeps out of the 
water to prevent heat loss. The otters eat 
and sleep in this position and rarely come 
ashore. Generally, otters are about four 








and one-half feet in length. Males weigh 
close to 60 pounds while 40 pounds is 
average for the female. 

Because sea otters do not have an in- 
sulating layer of fat such as sea lions and 
harbor seals, they depend upon a rapid 
metabolism and a layer of air bubbles 
trapped in their fur to keep them warm in 
water that averages 50-56°F. To maintain 
this metabolic rate the otter must eat ap- 
proximately 25 percent of its body weight 
every day. They are opportunistic feed- 
ers, eating whatever is available in a cer- 
tain area. It is believed their favorite foods 
are sea urchins, abalone, crabs and 
clams, all of which provide a generous 
return in caloric intake. When their favor- 
ite foods are in short supply otters will re- 
sort to eating snails, mussels, rock scal- 
lops, starfish and other less energy effi-

cient foods. Otters have large teeth and 
strong jaws that enable them to literally 
crush hard shells. Therefore, it is a good 
idea for divers to be very cautious about 
irying to pet otters that approach out of 
curiosity and appear to be friendly. 

Besides feeding, grooming has the 
second highest priority in the otter’s day. 
Because the otter’s thick layer of fur is so 
important to its retention of body heat, it 
must meticulously groom its air-filled fur 
before feeding to prepare it for diving in 
the cold water. After feeding for 25 min- 
utes or more, it must clean the fur of parti- 
cles and refill it with air bubbles. 

lronically, the same luxurious fur that 
protects the sea otter in the cold water of 
the Pacific Ocean almost caused it to be 
hunted to extinction by the early 20th 
century. In 1938, it was publicly an- 
nounced that a raft of 50 or more otters 
were sighted off Point Sur in Central Cali- 
fornia. An estimated population of 300 ot- 
ters that existed at that time slowly ex- 
panded to the approximately 1,500 ani- 
mals now found along the Central Califor- 
nia coast. 

The divers who visit the Monterey area 
are extremely lucky to be able to observe 
and interact with Monterey’s marine 
mammals. However, it should be kept in 
mind the ocean is their home. We are on- 
ly visitors, who must respect their right to 
exist without interference. Their choice to 
interact with divers in their environment is 
truly one of the great treasures of the 
Monterey Peninsula. >t.

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ollecting and salvaging things from 

the bottom of the ocean, lakes and 
rivers is a widespread passion in diving. 
Treasure, bottles, old anchors, scallops 
and lobsters are among the things divers 
will hoist above or stuff in their goodie 
bags. | recently learned of a new item to 
be added to this list—old sunken logs. 

When my friend Ben Baxter called and 
said he was going to salvage logs from 
the bottom of the Machias River in Maine, 
| thought he was kidding. But, | learned 
the river bottom is covered with old logs 
from the days when the paper companies 
floated them down from cutting areas up 
north. From 1800 to 1962 they were 
transporting 10 to 30 million board feet a 
year in log drives on this river alone. 
That's more than 250,000 logs. 

About 2,000 logs a year never made it 
to the mill because they got caught In 
weeds, ran aground on shoals or slowly 
became waterlogged and sank. The riv-

As a matter of fact, all parts of his oper- 
ation were tougher than he imagined. The 
building market is uncertain and custom- 
ers are wary of this unusual product. The 
logistical complications of underwater 
salvage are considerable as well. But this 
pond dried lumber, as it’s called, has 
some exceptional advantages over con- 
ventionally harvested wood. Namely, the 
river water has replaced the tightly bound 
cellulous water of green lumber, which is 
responsible for slow drying and twisting. 
Ben’s logs dry fast and straight. 

Ben’s house is about 100 yards from 
the river, up a steep bank, and there’s no 
road down to the water. We hooked a 
couple of outboard engines and our scu- 
ba gear on a cable system he had con- 
structed, slid them down to the river and 
began a day of underwater logging. 

Ben's boat was tied to some bushes on 
the riverbank. It’s a magnificent little con- 
traption with aluminum pontoons on each 
side, a mast coming out of the center, 
and a peavy, ax, lines, buoys, inner tubes 
and his dog Tasha lying on the deck. | 
half expected Huck Finn to poke his head 
out from the bushes and say hello. We 
strapped the engines on, stowed the div- 
ing gear and headed up river to a new 
area Ben had not yet surveyed. 

Before he invested much money in this 
business Ben swam under the river to de-

termine exactly how many logs were 
there. He is a field biologist, among other 
things, and he used the same transect 
theory on the logs that he used for off- 
shore whale surveys.

bed. While Ben is hesitant to reveal how 
many logs are there, he did say there are 
enough to keep him going for years.

have an exciting story to tell. It’s a tale 

of an island, its myths, legends and sto- 
rybook adventures. Perched on the brink 
of the great blue Atlantic Ocean, there’s 
a land of shipwrecks and sandcastles, 
cathedrals and pillars. It’s a Shangri-La, 
backdropped by rugged cliffs and green 
rolling hills. Underwater, a different per- 
spective is viewed. The cast of charac- 
ters is peculiar, a pugnacious crew by 
trade. Here, you will find groupers, like 
self-appointed jesters entertaining affec- 
tionate damsels, while lone barracuda 
sentries inspect the troops of sergeant 
majors patrolling the reefs. The tale is of 
San Salvador Island, the legend is the 
Riding Rock Inn. 





variety of corals and fish life found here, 
it is not hard to imagine that just about 
anywhere you could throw an anchor you 
would expect incredible diving. 

One of the more popular dive locations 
we visited on our trip to San Salvador 
was French Bay Wall on the south side of 
the island. We found huge beds of stag- 
horn corals crowning the top of the wall 
at 70 feet. From here it drops vertically to 
more than 18,000 feet. The face of the 
cliff is punctuated with vertical crevasses, 
sand chutes and overhangs, creating 
winding paths and chimneys that burst 
out onto the drop-off. The sponges and 
corals are magnificently colored. 

Sandcastles is a shallower wall dive.

After being closed for nearly three 
years, the Riding Rock Inn reopened ear- 
lier this year under the watchful eye of 
James Carter Williams, Bahamian busi- 
nessman, contractor and hotel owner. 
Williams knew the potential of the resort 
hotel. Riding Rock Inn had the reputation 
of being one of the best in the Bahamas, 
as well as one of the top ten diving des- 
tinations in the world. 

Ednald Thompson is the hotel general 
manager and a familiar face around the 
resort. Together, Williams and Thompson 
have directed their efforts toward provid- 
ing a safe and courteous service for their 
guests and promoting the optimum diving 
adventure on San Salvador. Carter Wil- 
liams has done little to change the atmos- 
phere of the hotel; the out-island ambi- 
ance is still very much the same. Many of 
the original management and staff per- 
sonnel are back, carefully keeping the 
old charm of the New World settlement. 
Well Known and experienced Bahama 
dive guide, Al Zamrok, is back on the is- 
land as manager of dive operations and 
resident photo pro. Additionally, Terry 
Hiles has joined the staff as divemaster 
and Wendy Woods runs the dive shop 
and rental department. Zamrok and his 
Staff continually explore the waters and 
outer banks, adding new places to the 
top quality sites presently being dived. 

Underwater, San Salvador is an in- 
credibly busy place. The coral reefs are 
teeming with fish of every imaginable col- 
or and description. The resident group- 
ers, snappers and jacks fearlessly dis- 
play a natural curiosity of visiting divers. 
It is not uncommon to have a large group- 
er peer casually into your facemask and 
then escort you around the reef. There 
are more than 50 excellent dive loca- 
tions. And, judging by the sheer magni- 
tude of the underwater cliff, the stunning 


The reef starts at 40 feet and drops diag- 
Onally to about 100, where the wall sud- 
denly turns vertical. This area was named 
after the sand mounds in the shallows 
that rise one to two feet from the seafloor 
like small castles. This area is home to 
many small inquisitive jawfish. Large 
southern stingrays are often found feed- 
ing in the sand shallows. 

Shangri-La is a deep, carved wall only 
ten minutes from the marina. Shaped like 
a theater, the south cusp has a large 
black coral tree at 100 feet, the other 
cusp sprouts a giant cluster of purple 
tube sponges. There are friendly group- 
ers here that are happy to pose with your 
photo buddy. 

The Cathedrals is another unique dive 
site. It was named after the many tower- 
ing coral pinnacles that resemble church 
spires. Each pinnacle is a world unto it- 
self; covered with hard corals, sponges, 
plate corals and gorgonians. 

Snapshot Reef is closer inshore and is 
usually a second or night dive. It is appro- 
priately named because of the many pho- 
to classes taught here. A large 30 pound 
grouper named Fred is your host on this 
dive. When | asked where | might find him 
the divemaster quickly told me not to wor- 
ry, Fred would find me. And, no sooner 
did | find myself submerged than there 
was Fred, staring ominously into my face- 
mask. After | took a few pictures of him 
he became a nuisance, always wanting 
to get in front of the camera. However, 
there is plenty of other marine life. The 
reef teems with lobster, spotted stin- 
grays, moray eels, barracuda, grunts and 
a wealth of other species. Several an- 
chors have been placed at Snapshot 
Reef for photographers. 

The wreck of the Frascate is another 
excellent shallow dive. This 261 foot 
freighter sank in 1902 and now lies in 12 


to 25 feet of water. The two most promi- 
nent features are the giant steam boilers 
and parts of the engines. Most of the ship 
is scattered on the ocean bottom, making 
this a great area for wreck photography. 
Today, San Salvador is a quaint little is- 
land stretched out in the southeastern Ba- 
hamas (not to be confused with the city 
of San Salvador in Central America) 385 
miles southeast of Miami and 200 miles 
distant from Nassau. The island is some- 
what oblong in shape, measuring 12 
miles long and about five miles wide. 
Riding Rock Inn is a diver’s resort. The 
main building houses the reception desk 
and offices, the dining room, small bar 
and large veranda with an oceanside 


view. There are 24 air-conditioned guest 
rooms in two rows: Half face the ocean, 
the others overlook the freshwater pool. 
Next to the rooms are six time/share cot- 
tages and a new two-story rental com- 
plex. The tennis court is adjacent to the 
small cottages and beyond that is the ma- 
rina complex, dive shop and underwater 
photo service. 

Guanahani Dive Ltd. is a full service 
dive store offering resort and open water 
certification courses. The photo center 
has a complete rental line of Nikonos V 
cameras and Nikon strobes. E-6 film 
processing is available and there are 
photo courses and instruction. 

Riding Rock offers three boat dives 
each day except the days of arrival and 
departure. There are three dive boats: the 
47 foot Sea Fan, the 41 foot San Sally 
and the 30 foot /sland Time. Depending 
upon the number of guests, each boat 
leaves the marina at 9:00 am on a sched- 
uled morning two tank dive. The first dive 
is on a wall in 50 to 100 feet of water. The 
second is usually on a shallow reef or 
wreck. After the second dive the boat re- 
turns to the marina where the guests may 
enjoy a hot lunch and relax on one of the 
many chaise lounges at the pool. The af- 
ternoon boat leaves the marina at 2:30 
pm, usually for a deep dive site. There 
are night dives on Tuesdays and Thurs- 
days. Guests may opt for a night dive and 
spend an afternoon visiting one of the 
many historical sites found on the island.

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art of the beauty of the British Virgin 
Islands as a dive destination is the im- 
mensity of the potential. There are more 
than 50 islands and cays providing pro- 
tected anchorages for cruising yachts, as 
well as serving to anchor the magnificent 
system of coral reefs. The protected 
cruising channel is alternately Known as 
Sir Francis Drake Channel or ‘‘The Pond” 
and is more than 45 miles in length. Be- 
cause of the above reasons, the BVI has 
developed as a yachtsman’s paradise. 
Here the range and mobility of a live- 
aboard vessel is an obvious asset to 
those wishing to sample the beauty and 
diversity of the area in general. 
Likewise, for those with a more specific 
interest in underwater BVI, the beauty 
and diversity are equally dramatic and 
the need for a live-aboard dive vessel, 
important. The live-aboard becomes a 
floating hotel. The dives become more 
convenient and more frequent and the 
reefs are more accessible at all hours of 
the day or night. From the criteria of max- 
imum dives available to a vacationer in a 
given space of time, there is no more effi- 
cient form of dive travel than the live- 
aboard dive boat. For sheer diving dedi- 
cation, there is no more efficient boat 
working in the BVI than the Tropic Bird. 
The physical aspect of the boat is im- 
pressive: It is 110 feet long on the deck, 
powered by twin Caterpillar diesels with 
a cruising range of 7,500 miles, has 24 
hour electric service (110 volts, 60 cy- 
cles), is fully air-conditioned, has stereo, 
VHS and Beta video, a Sunfish sailboat, 
and two Tekna scooters available to 
guests at no extra charge. There are two 
inflatable chase boats, a massive dive 
platform, full dive gear for up to 24 
guests, 42 aluminum scuba cylinders, 
two Mako K14 compressors, full wet bar, 
galley, video lounge and ample sundeck 
area with chaise lounge and sun mats. 





Accommodations are in 12 double cab- 
ins and there are two showers, five heads 
and an extensive lending library of 
books, magazines, audio and video 
tapes. With all her toys, goodies and de- 
sign accommodations to facilitate diver 
convenience, the Tropic Bird of today is 
much different from her historical role as 
a German E-boat. She also worked as a 
treasure hunter in the Bahamas for eight 
years, but for the past seven years the 
Tropic Bird has been used for recreation- 
al diving. 

There have been additions to the crew 
of the Tropic Bird since my two prior 


_ Charter experiences. It now includes a 


very comfortable complement of seven, 
consisting of two captains, a cook and 
presumably a first mate, steward and oth- 
er Official titles. The reality of the crew 
structure is more like a team with various 
specialties, but all seem targeted toward 
making guests feel welcome, comfort- 
able, well-fed and well-dived. The captain 
of the team (and of the boat) is Mike 
Bloss, who, along with Phil Clarkson, 
owns the boat. It is Mike’s love of diving 
and general enthusiasm for the BVI that 
set the tone of the charter. The /ropic 
Bird will allow up to seven dives per day, 
beginning with a 7:00 am pre-breakfast 
dive and ending with a night dive. Captain 
Mike Bloss will be in the water on every 
one of them. Most of the crew is certified 
as either a divemaster or an instructor, so 
it's not like Bloss has to dive this much. 
He just enjoys diving in general and un- 
derwater in the BVI specifically. 

Just think of the numbers for a mo- 
ment. The Tropic Bird was on charter 42 
weeks last year. Each charter is at least 
six days. The average day is five dives. 
That's 1,260 dives per year and the Bird 
is going on her seventh year in the BVI. 
Bloss is a man who loves diving! 

The Tropic Bird is really quite afford- 
able, especially when you consider the 
number of available dives per vacation 
dollar. In fact, from the criterion of num- 
ber of dives per dollar, the Tropic Bird is 
one of the best values in the Caribbean, 
especially when you factor in the lodging, 
meals, air fills, scuba gear and all the rest 
that is supplied at no extra charge. 

All of this talk of maxi-diving makes it 
seem the Bird is dedicated to gorilla div- 
ers. It can be, but doesn't have to be. For 
example, on my first outing, the charter 
group was a club comprised primarily of 
New Jersey wreck divers. Most of them 
logged in excess of 40 dives for their 
week of charter and had a grand time. 
The next year | went back and joined a 
charter with the Black Magic Dive Shop 
from Round Lake, Illinois. These divers 
were enthusiastic, but also were interest- 
ed in doing a little beachcombing, snor- 
keling and were willing to forego an occa- 
sional night dive in favor of a party now 
and then. These folks may have logged 
24 to 30 dives in their week and they, too, 


had a grand time. This year the boat was 
filled with repeat guests, a very common 
occurrence with the /ropic Bird. A few 
had been on the boat just once before, 
several were experiencing their third 
charter and one especially loyal diver 
was celebrating her seventh charter. For 
these folks the diving imperative was 
somewhat less and several were content 
with just a few dives per day. The point 
is, the itinerary and service of the Tropic 
Bird is structured to provide as little or as 
much diving as the guests desire. In fact, 
it is not necessary to even be a diver to 
join the charter. A nondiver may partici- 
pate in a full scuba certification aboard 
the Bird during his/her week of charter 
for only $100 additional. 

The typical week aboard the Tropic 
Bird progresses something like this: 
Guests board the boat at Port Purcell in 
Road Town, Tortola on a Saturday, usual- 
ly around 4:00 pm. Assuming no luggage 
problems or stragglers, the vessel will 
leave that afternoon or at least by 7:00 
am on Sunday. The first dive Sunday will 
likely be on Peter Island in 30 to 40 feet 
of water on the wreck of the /mene. This 
is a 60 foot island freighter scuttled five 
years ago along a white sand bottom 
ringed by coral ledges. The dive is in 
sheltered water, is fascinating and an ide- 
al place to sort out rusty diving skills or 
unused equipment. Either the wreck or 
other sections of the reef will be the dive 
sites for Sunday, including a night dive. 
Most night dives are conducted right un- 
der the boat for both convenience and 
safety reasons. Powerful mercury vapor 
lights illuminate the diving deck of the 
Bird at night and she is comfortably easy 
to spot from the ocean floor. 

After a pre-breakfast dive, the vessel 
will motor to Norman Island on Monday. 
It frequently stops at the Truck Reef—no- 
table for the dump truck, Dodge stakebed 
and several cars sitting on the bottom 
there—or sometimes ata site called 
Black Forest in 30 to 80 feet of water, 
which is loaded with black coral. Lunch 
is served at Norman Island and the after- 
noon dives may be in the caves or reefs 
surrounding the anchorage. 

Tuesday brings a visit to the Indians, a 
series of rocky pinnacles jutting out of the 
water like some sort of petrified giant's 
headband. Underwater scenery at the In- 
dians is fascinating for the pillar coral for- 
mations, fish life and caves full of copper 
Sweepers and glass minnows. The eve- 
ning’s anchorage on Tuesday is usually 
Norman Island, but from this base the 
crew will deploy spacious inflatables to 
transport divers to Spyglass Wall. This is 
a vertical drop from 20 to 60 feet with col- 
orful tube and encrusting sponges and a 
fine opportunity to photograph spotted 
eagle rays. 

Wednesday morning offers a chance to 
dive Ring Dove Rock, a mini seamount 
rising from 60 to 15 feet and one of my

personal favorites of the BVI for the 
dense and approachable fish life. Pillar 
corals and hard corals of all kinds sur- 
round the pinnacle and, while it is easy to 
circumnavigate the rock on a single dive, 
| usually get so sidetracked with photo 
opportunities that | see only small vig- 
nettes of the reef. 

Cooper Island is the afternoon’s desti- 
nation: the shallow coral gardens of Hau- 
lover Bay. The inflatables will provide ac- 
cess to Vanishing Rock, which rises from 
40 feet to awash at low tide. Here again 
the dense, colorful and exciting fish life is 
a complement to the pillar coral, gorgoni- 
ans, seafans and encrusted coral ledges. 

Thursday will include a trip to the Dogs 
in the Virgin Gorda area. A couple of 
dives may be done on the dive site 
known as the Chimney and, while this is 
a beautiful dive site, for me the highlight 
of Thursday may have been our visit to 
the Baths. This is a jumble of gigantic 
granite boulders along a beautiful white 
sandy beach. Here we snorkeled and 
climbed among the rocks and simply en- 
joyed one of the very special places of 
the British Virgin Islands. Thursday also 
included a late afternoon trip to Salt Is- 
land and an afternoon dive on the stern 
section of the Rhone, followed by a night 
dive in the same area. 

Driven against the rocks and reef of 
Salt Island by a sudden and violent hurri- 
cane in 1867, the Rhone was once a 310 
foot Royal Mail Steamer. Now she is the 
Stellar attraction of the BVI constellation 
of dive sites. The bow section lies mostly 
intact on its starboard side in 80 feet of 
water, the mid section in 65 feet and the 
stern in 15 to 35 feet. Like most ship- 
wrecks, the Rhone has attracted huge 
schools of fish. This dive site, as well as 
many others throughout the BVI, Is pro- 
tected as a marine sanctuary and spear- 
fishing is prohibited. As a result the fish 
have become quite friendly and ap- 
proachable. There is considerable coral 
encrustation and the night dive on the 
Rhone is a magnificent explosion of color 
with each strobe burst. If you dive the 
stern section in the afternoon and again 
at night, the wreck is much easier to visu- 
alize and the transition of marine life from 
day to night is particularly fascinating. 

On Friday it is especially good to rise 
early for the pre-breakfast dive on the 
bow section and and the mid section. The 
Rhone is understandably popular as a 
dive site and most of the charter boats as 
well as the land-based day boats dive the 
wreck regularly. This pre-breakfast dive 
from the Tropic Bird is a rare opportunity 
to see the wreck before the other divers 
of the day converge, and should not be 
missed. On Friday the underwater photo 








team from Caribbean Images will usually 
rendezvous with the Tropic Bird to shoot 
underwater videos of the guests. The ea- 
ited videos are available for sale before 
the cruise ends. Friday will generally in- 
clude another dive on the stern of the 
Rhone and an afternoon dive on a re- 
markable dive site known as Painted 
Walls. Finally, regretfully, guests return to 
Port Purcell and a Saturday departure. 

The Tropic Bird cruise is one of the 
best ways for the dedicated diver to sam- 
ple the joys of diving the British Virgin |s- 
lands and, in fact, it’s guaranteed. If any 
day of diving is missed owing to weather, 
a full refund of the boat package price is 
automatic. Of course, in seven years 
Captain Bloss has not had to exercise 
such a refund. A hurricane is about the 
only weather that would keep the Bird 
from finding a divable leeward shore. 
Still, it's a comfort to know that when you 
travel for your diving pleasure, the Tropic 
Bird will be there to deliver.

like with a sandy beach, coconut palms, 
a lighthouse, ironshore with tidepools 
and even a booby bird sanctuary. The 
offshore wall starts in only 30 feet of wa- 
ter and is richly embellished with the 
massive yellow tube sponges so unique 
to Belize. Half Moon Caye is a remark- 
able combination of topside beauty and 
underwater appeal, but there is no way to 
get there except by boat. The live-aboard 
dive boats of Belize typically include 
Lighthouse Reef on their itineraries, but 
the Turneffe Island Lodge is easily the 
nearest land based resort. 

The dive packages at the Turneffe Is- 
land Lodge are typically structured from 
Saturday to Saturday with the day of ar- 
rival held unstructured for touring Belize 
City, trips to the interior and Maya ruins 
or general relaxation. The overnight at the 
Fort George Hotel or the Villa is included 
in the package and the Grand Slam de- 
parts the hotel docks at 7:30 am on Sun- 
day for the Turneffe Islands. 

The Turneffe Island Lodge is closed 
during the months of August, September 
and October.

Few people have ever heard of Anu- 
ha Island, let alone the Solomons. They 
don't appear on most maps, and are 
rarely listed in travel guide books. Men- 
tion the Solomons to most Americans 
and you are greeted with a blank stare.

On August 7, 1942, 11,000 Marines 
Felale(<romolai(alomisiictalemr-lale Mcit-la(c1e me) a(-me)| 
the bloodiest battles of the South Pacif- 
ic. During a six month period, 24 Allied 
and 24 Japanese ships were sunk and 
an estimated 600 airplanes were lost. A 
total of 3,000 Americans and 20,000 
Japanese lost their lives on this 100 
mile long island. Since that heroic epi- 
sode, the legend of Guadalcanal has 
been retold in dozens of books, several 
major motion pictures and at least two 
TV series (Black Sheep Squadron and 
McHale's Navy). 

But, there is a lot more to the So- 
lomons than just Guadalcanal. It is just 
one of the 922 islands that comprise 
this Melanesian nation. There are 
258,193 Solomon Islanders sprinkled 
across a 600 mile stretch of ocean. Hid- 
den among this double strand necklace 
of jungle islands is tiny Anuha—a small 
piece of paradise. 

Getting there is part of the adventure. 
Naturally, there are no direct flights. 
Starting from Los Angeles, you fly 2,230 
miles west to Hawaii and then 2,780 
miles farther southwest. For this leg of 
the journey we flew Continental Airlines, 
now operating direct DC-10 jet service 
to Fiji. We departed Los Angeles Inter- 
iatchirelar-Umauie elelam-leler-tce mille alan acm laCHele) 
pm and arrived in Fiji at 6:10 am. Just 
outside customs we found an airport 
bank and exchanged our U.S. dollars 
for Fiji dollars. In this part of the world 
foreign currency is required to pay de- 
parture tax ($10 per person). 

In Fiji, we had a two day layover be- 
cause the flights to the Solomon Islands 
only operate twice weekly. Although 


anxious ome VcWen RUE Tomserolanniarclal citi miele 


the oPmagunity to rest, become clima- 


tized to the tropical humidity and reset 


my body clock.

Our layover was a delightful interlude, 
made even lovelier by a brief stay at the 
Hyatt Regency Fiji. On the fabulous Coral 
Coast, this luxury resort offers a marvel- 
Ous array of activities in a spectacular 
setting. Sailing, golf, tennis, scuba and 
sightseeing make Fiji the ‘‘Hawaii of the 
Western Pacific.”’ 

At 6:25 am Thursday, our Air Pacific 
737 jet departed Nadi airport for a three 
hour flight 1,280 miles northwest to Honi- 
ara, Capital of the Solomons and Guadal- 
canal’s major city. The Solomons is one 
of the few countries on earth where 
Americans are required to pay both an 
arrival and a departure tax—in either Aus- 
tralian or Solomon dollars. 

At Honiara we had an opportunity to 
briefly tour Guadalcanal and meet Rick 
and Jane Belmare, owners of Island Dive 
Services Ltd. They are veterans of the re- 
sort diving business, having worked for 
Bob Soto’s Diving, Grand Cayman and 
also managing the Cayman Diving Lodge 
from 1978 to 1981. They have been in the 
Solomons four years and love it. 

At 3:30 pm we were back at the airport, 
checking in at the Solair counter. Solair 
stands for Solomon Islands Airways Lim- 
ited, the official airline of the Solomons. 
A twin engine Aztec commuter plane 
made the trip from Honiara to Anuha in 
15 minutes, traveling 30 miles due north. 
We finally arrived at our destination, 
6,320 miles from Los Angeles. 

In order to fully appreciate Anuha we 
need to say a few words about the So- 
lomons in general. This major string of is- 
lands is between Fiji and New Guinea. 
This puts them close to the western edge 
of the South Pacific and very close to the 
world’s richest concentration of Indo-Pa- 
cific fishes and marine creatures. 

As for the weather, it is definitely tropi- 
cal. The Solomons are only five to ten de- 
grees south of the equator, putting them 
in the same latitude as New Guinea, Bali 
and the Seychelles. Yet the average day- 
time temperature is 86°F year-round. 
Evening temperatures drop to 76°F and 
there is usually a cooling breeze. 

The Solomon islanders are Melane- 
sian, a dark brown to black skinned peo- 
ple with generally dark curly hair, similar 
to the Fijians. They have a sunny disposi- 
tion and regard their country as the 
“Happy Isles.’’ The Solomon Islanders 
have always been an independent peo- 
ple, as this area of the Pacific was one of 
the last to fall under European control. 
Even today, the Solomons are an inde- 


oth nation within the 2s Com- 





monwealth. English is the official lan- 
guage, but Pidgin is spoken widely. 

Although the Solomons are fairly cut off 
from the outside world, Air Pacific oper- 
ates jet air service into Honiara twice 
weekly from Fiji and from Brisbane, Aus- 
tralia. Getting around inside the So- 
lomons is exceptionally easy. Using Ho- 
niara as the hub, Solair flies to 24 differ- 
ent island airstrips with its routes radiat- 
ing outward like the spokes of a wheel. 
The Solomon Islands are also well linked 
by telephone and it is easy to call a 
neighboring island or place a transpacific 
call back home. The international area 
code for the Solomons is 667. 

Despite the primitive environment and 
lack of commercialism, the Solomons are 
well set up for diving. The excellent coral 
reefs, exotic marine life and bonanza. of 
shipwrecks have attracted a number of 
small, but competent dive operators. 

There are a total of three dive opera- 
tions on Guadalcanal alone and three 
more on the outer islands of Gizo, Uepi 
and Anuha. Of all the dive operations in 
the Solomons, Anuha Island Resort is 
considered the nicest and possibly the 
best suited for vacationing Americans. 

Directly north of Guadalcanal are the 
Florida Islands, a cluster of two large is- 
lands and dozens of smaller ones. They 
lie on the opposite side of the infamous 
lron Bottom Sound. Anuha is on the north 
side of the largest island and is only 
about one-half mile offshore. 

Anuha has a unique and envious posi- 
tion as far as diving is concerned. The lit- 
tle island is in the lee, fully protected from 
the prevailing southeast trade winds. Tiny 
by Solomon standards, Anuha covers 
160 acres and is one mile long by one- 
half mile wide. The island vegetation is a 
lovely combination of rolling grassy hills 
and tropical forests in the flat areas. 

Anuha’s airport is a grass landing strip 
next to the beach. A thatch palm hut 
serves as the terminal. The airport is 
large enough to accommodate twin en- 
gine aircraft. Arriving passengers are 
picked up by landing barge and ferried 
around the island to the resort. 

The climate of Anuha is balmy. Tem- 
peratures average a steady 86°F, day or 
night. There are periods of bright sun- 
shine and brief rains, thus keeping the 
vegetation richly green and flowering. 
Anuha is completely ringed by fringing 
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coral reefs. Beginning just a few yards off 
the beach is a fabulous maze of coral 
structures and fascinating creatures. 
Much of this reef is in snorkeling depths 
of 5 to 15 feet. 

Anuha Island Resort is one of the most 
delightful South Seas diving and fishing 
lodges. In some ways it reminded me of 
Small Hope Bay Lodge in the Bahamas. 
It is small, informal and friendly. Anuha is 
also what | would describe as a natural 
resort—in perfect harmony with the sur- 
rounding environment. The buildings 
blend in with tropical foliage. There are 
no paved roads to scar terrain—only foot 
paths and jungle trails. Vehicles are limit- 
ed to two tractors. The dining room is 
open air and the rooms are cooled by 
ceiling fans and natural breezes. 

The resort consists of a dozen or so 
cabins hidden among the coconut palms 
close to the lagoon. Each is built Melane- 
sian style, with local woods, bamboo and 
thatch palm roofing. Multiple jalousie win- 
dows provide excellent cross ventilation 


Part of the adventure of visiting Anuha Island is the air travel. Continental offers direct 
service from Los Angeles to Fiji (via Hawaii). Next you fly Air Pacific to Honiara on Gua- 


dalcanal. From there to 
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Anuha Island you fly on a Solair commuter plane.

and a ceiling fan over the bed keeps the 
air moving on even the stillest nights. 
While the windows are not screened, 
there is mosquito netting hung over each 
bed. Each cabin is furnished with a pri- 
vate bathroom, complete with hot and 
cold water, shower and flush toilet. Each 
cabin is furnished with mini-refrigerator 
and a teapot for making your own coffee 
or tea. There is also an ample supply of 
insect spray and repellent. 

The central area of the resort consists 
of a reception area, main restaurant, 
cocktail bar, boutique and an outdoor 
dining patio. It is a small, comfortable re- 
sort with 24 rooms, capable of handling 
up to 50 guests. 

Anuha Island Resort is the dream of 
Brian Ray and a group of Australian in- 
vestors from the Brisbane area. The re- 
sort is managed by Toby Somerville, who 
is originally from England. The hotel’s 
staff of Solomon Islanders is very friendly 
and eager to help. The people are genu- 
inely interested in visitors from the U.S. 
and often ask the guests where they are 
from and what home is like. 

The cuisine at Anuha Island Resort is 
an interesting blend of continental and 
Melanesian dishes. Breakfast and lunch 
are served buffet style. Dinner is usually

a sit down meal at which guests are of- 
fered a selection of meat, fish or possibly 
chicken. The meat dishes can be pork, 
ham or beef. Many of the vegetable side 
dishes are Melanesian. 

Anuha is a resort totally devoted to re- 
laxation, privacy and tranquillity. Nobody 
bothers you, if that is what you want. On 
the other hand, there is a freshwater pool 
for cooling off and an adjacent bar. You 
can take long walks on the beach, snor- 
Kel in the shallows or simply read a good 
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book in the shade of a palm tree. 

And, for the more active person, a vari- 
ety of watersports activities is available. 
For no extra charge, you can go Hobie 
Cat sailing, sailboarding, game fishing, 
water skiing or canoeing in a Solomon Is- 
lands outrigger. There are also tours to 
native villages and World War Il wrecks 
on neighboring islands. 

Also at Anuha is a separate, full service 
dive operation called Island Dive Serv- 
ices Ltd., owned and operated by Rick 
and Jane Belmare. They have been in 
business four years and Anuha is one of 
three dive operations they run. The other 
two are at the Mendana Hotel and Tam- 
bea Village Resort on Guadalcanal. 

The Anuha dive center includes a 6.8 
cubic foot Bauer air compressor and 14 
aluminum rental tanks. Twelve of the 
tanks are 80s and two are the shorter 
63s, which are ideal for women. The 
tanks are filled to 3,000 psi. More tanks 
are brought to the island from Guadalca- 
nal when dive groups visit Anuha Island. 

The Anuha dive center is conveniently 
adjacent to the resort’s dining room and 
only 60 feet from the water. Moored di- 
rectly in front of the center is a 23 foot is- 
land-built dive skiff. This speedy little craft 
is powered by twin 25 hp Tohatsu out- 
boards and cruises at 18 knots. Boat 
rides to Anuha dive sites range from 5 to 
10 minutes. The boat is deliberately de- 
signed to handle small groups and will 
carry up to six divers plus a crew of two. 
In the event of larger groups, two more 
identical dive boats can be brought in 
from Guadalcanal. 

Island Dive Services has a total of five 
certified scuba instructors (NAU! and PA- 
Dl) and they rotate among the three dif- 
ferent resorts every three weeks or SO. 
Our dive guide for the week was lan But- 
ler, a very likeable NAUI instructor from 
Melbourne, Australia. lan takes a great 
deal of pride in running a clean, well or- 
ganized operation. The service is person- 
alized and guests never have to touch a 
tank, except to put it on for the dive. 

The dive schedule at Anuha is fairly in- 
formal and very flexible. Morning trips de- 
part around 9:00 am. Afternoon trips go 
out at 2:00 or 3:00 pm. These are usually 
one tank dives because the reefs are so 
close. Most Australian guests make two 
dives per day. Night dives are scheduled 
on request and the dive boat goes out 
just prior to sunset. 

The coral reefs of the Solomon Islands 
are nothing short of incredible and Anuha 
is no exception. Few areas of the world 
offer the richness of marine life and such 
extravagant variety. It is this dazzling cor- 
nucopia of exotic marine creatures that 
motivates a diver to travel so far for spec- 
tacular U/W adventures. 

What makes Anuha so very special is 
the water. The surface of the sea is often 
glassy calm, like early morning off Seven 
Mile Beach, Grand Cayman Island. The 
only difference is that it often remains this 
way all day. 
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Anuha diving can best be described as 
‘bathtub diving.’’ Conditions range from 
warm, to warmer, to warmest. During the 
winter months the water temperature is 
82°F, during the summer it increases to 
86°F! Although wetsuits are not neces- 
sary for warmth, it is always recom- 
mended that you wear a dive suit for pro- 
tection against the stinging hydroids and 
sharp corals. A Lycra® Sports Suit or a 
one-eighth inch wetsuit is adequate. 

The underwater visibility is variable, of-

ten depending on the direction of the 
tides and the area being dived. Visibility 
can range from 60 to 100 feet. Since 
many dive sites are along the edge of 
channels between islands or reefs, an in- 
coming tide offers the best conditions. 

The best and most exciting dive sites 
usually have some active current. This is 
because the biggest gorgonian fans and 
the greatest concentration of fish are al- 
ways found in the areas where there is 
the greatest flow of nutrients and food. 

The very best dive site around Anuha 
Island is a place called Barracuda Point. 
This is a 300 foot long finger shaped reef 
that sticks out from the southeast point of 
the island. It is directly off the Anuha run- 
way. The top is 5 to 15 feet deep and 
both sides slope off steeply on a 45 de- 
gree angle to well below 100 feet. 

The top of this reef is thickly populated 
with a wide variety of hard corals. There 
are hundreds of seastars perched on 
every coral head and fan in the area. The 
slopes are decorated with a wide variety 
of gorgonian fans and soft corals. 

The tip of the reef is often enveloped in 
a blizzard of fish. Thousands can be seen 
swarming along the top and sides of this 


formation, with 30 to 40 schools of differ- 
ent species. The site was named after a 
school of 40 small Pacific barracuda that 
often hangs suspended at the point of the 
reef. There is also a school of resident 
batfish, approximately 60 small jacks, a 
resident turtle, a couple of moray eels 
and a banded sea snake that can be 
found on most every dive. On several oc- 
casions we even sighted a giant 200 
pound tuna cruising here. 

There is one area of Barracuda Point 
that is almost a special dive site within a 
dive site. It is called Clownfish City, and 
occupies the top portion of Barracuda 
Point, from a depth of 20 to 50 feet. This 
area is inhabited by an astounding num- 
ber of carpet anemones in an assortment 
of colors, sizes and species. | would esti- 
mate 20 to 30 anemones live here. Each 
is inhabited by three to six clownfish. 
They, too, come in a variety of different 
colors, markings and species. | counted 
at least five different species on just one 
dive. They range in color from pale pink 
to blood red and from bright canary to a 
deep chrome yellow. 

Anuha Wall is another spectacular site 
farther east of Barracuda Point. It takes 
about 10 minutes to reach by dive boat. 
Starting in three feet of water, this reef 
slopes steeply to 120 feet, but the best 
diving is in the upper half. The slope is 
absolutely loaded with gigantic gorgoni- 
an fans and black coral trees. Some of 
these fans are six feet tall and eight to 10 


feet wide. They come in a variety of stun- 
ning colors, ranging from bright yellow to 
white with red branches. This site is also 
the home for a school of enormous 
bumphead wrasse, with each fish weigh- 
ing 200 to 300 pounds. 

Directly in front of the hotel is a delight- 
ful little area appropriately named Resort 
Reef. Depths range from 10 to 60 feet 
and the reef is loaded with corals and 
small fish. It is an excellent spot for nov- 
ices and for macro photography. Another 
reef of similar nature is Staghorn Point, 
halfway between Barracuda Point and 
Resort Reef. 

Sharks are seldom seen on the reefs 
around Anuha, but if you are looking for 
them, there is a place to go. Upon re- 
quest, the dive guide will take guests to 
Shark Alley, a patch reef about one-half 
mile south of the island. These sharks are 
small to medium in size and can be pho- 
tographed from a distance. 

The high point of any visit to Anuha Is- 
land Resort is a one-half day trip to Sand- 
fly Passage, a 10 mile waterway that runs 
between the two major islands of the 
Florida group. It is a longer trip, taking 
approximately 45 minutes by boat. It is a 
deep water passage with swift flowing 
currents and a number of coves and 
bays. It offers high voltage diving and 
awesome beauty. 

Warren's Wall is a breathtaking vertical 
wall that starts 100 feet above the surface

dives per day without having to repeat a 
location or lift a tank. Between dives, the 
great library of video and music tapes, 
books, magazines, board games and 
windsurfers entertain the group. 

Master captains Dee and Frank Ham- 
mett designed their custom-built craft so 
even landlubbers could enjoy ocean liv- 
ing. The /sland Fantasy’s dimensions (90 
feet in length with a 22 foot beam) help 
it cruise smoothly. Although fresh water is 
never used wastefully, between the 
ship’s holding tanks and reverse osmosis 
units, there’s ample fresh water for cam- 
era rinses and frequent seagoing show- 
ers. Each stateroom, which can sleep 
four, has its own fully equipped bath- 
room. Outlets supply 110 volt power for 
hairdryers or electric razors. Individual 
stereo volume controls and carpeted 
flooring add to the comfortable surround- 
ings. In the main deck’s saloon there are 
tables for singles or couples and booths 
for foursomes. Up forward, past the well- 
stocked bar, a 31 foot couch encircles 
the recreational area. On the three color 
television sets passengers can view fa- 
vorite movies or tapes of upcoming dive 
sites. Audio cassettes contain selections 
of country, rock, classical and jazz mu- 
sic. Around the hatch cover table in the 
evenings, groups gather to play Trivial 
Pursuit or backgammon. Other people 
stretch out in the lounge and plunge into 
a selection from the library. 

A lot happens on the upper sundeck. 
Serving as a general meeting place for 
scuba divers and sunbathers during the 
day, this area becomes a quiet place to 





watch sunsets or look for falling stars 
later on. Since each diver has his or her 
own equipment bin on the sundeck, it 
forms the natural place for pre-dive brief- 
ings and post-dive fish stories. 

Below the sundeck, on the stern, is the 
dive platform. Drawing from his experi- 
ence with his West Palm Beach dive 
boats, Captain Frank made this a versa- 
tile, two-tiered platform. Guests sit on it 





and crew members bring them their 
tanks. Divers then merely stand up, take 
one step forward and stride into the wa- 
ter. Exiting is just as easy. Crew mem- 
bers lift the divers onto the floating lower 
level, take off their tanks and help them 
up. Then the passengers head toward the 
stern’s freshwater shower to rinse off 
salty heads and cameras. 

Without exception, the /sland Fantasy 
crew members are super. They success- 
fully strike a balance between casual div- 
ers’ camaraderie and polite service. The 
same staff member who gears up guests 
for the dusk dive might reappear in full 
‘whites’ to serve wine at dinner time. 
The crew members wear their whites or, 
when doing deck work, collared red 
shirts. The tropical uniforms help set the 
mood for evening meals. No one would 
voluntarily miss these. The seagoing chef 
labels his fare ‘‘casual elegance;’’ pas- 
sengers call it wonderful. Dinners range 
from homemade lasagne to medallions of 
beef in wine. Other entrees include chick- 
en tarragon and fresh seafood. Salads 
and homemade desserts accompany the 
main courses. The buffet-style lunch usu- 
ally includes a soup, such as minestrone 
or chicken, and sausage with vegetables, 
along with assorted cold cuts and salads. 
Breakfasts run from fresh fruits and Dan- 
ish to made-to-order eggs Benedict or 
French toast. Prior to the departure date, 
preferably when booking the charter, in- 
dividuals with specific dietary require- 
ments should advise the /sland Fantasy 
staff. Then the chef can prepare their 
meals specially. Vegetarian delights in- 





clude pasta primavera and seafood fe- 
tuccini. Between meals, various crackers 
and dips or fresh fruit are available. The 
chef has been known to produce some 
wonderful midnight snacks. Don’t plan to 
lose weight on this cruise. 

On the M/V Island Fantasy General |n- 
formation sheet under the heading of Itin- 
erary, there is a line that reads, ‘‘There is 
no fixed schedule.” Although there are

several suggested programs, Captains 
Frank Hammett and Ed Cooke show a 
genuine interest in taking their guests 
where they want to go. Some groups de- 
cide to anchor out at night. Others enjoy 
tying up at West End’s Jack Tar Village or 
Freeport’s Xanadu Beach Hotel. Xanadu, 
for instance, has two nightclubs featuring 
live entertainment and dancing. If the 
passengers choose to visit the casino 
and see the floor show, the /sland Fanta- 
sy will serve dinner earlier. Those visitors 
who like a more tranquil environment find 
Xanadu's white sand beach a calm re- 
treat for a walk or swim. Some groups 
opt for shopping in the island markets 
and duty-free stores. Flexibility and varie- 
ty are also the keys to dive destination 
planning. Captain Frank tries to show 
people as many reefs as possible. As he 
put it, “By visiting several different sites 
each day, odds are that everyone will find 
something special every day.’ His ap- 
proach works. 

By the day’s end, the experienced div- 
ers, aS well as the novices, the underwa- 
ter photographers and the sightseers, are 
all enthusiastically describing their ad- 
ventures. On the shallow Sugar Wreck, 
photographers discover many photo pos- 
sibilities. Pairs of queen, French and gray 
angels cruise the site. Grunts school 
around the twisted wreckage. Safe be- 
neath the rusty old plating, lobster stare 
back at the scuba divers. Corals encrust 
the scattered machinery and anchor de- 
bris. For the patient macrophoto- 
graphers, the featherduster colonies and

flamingo tongues provide excellent sub- 
jects. Dusk divers can watch stingrays 
glide in for a night’s rest. Large sea tur- 
tles and nurse sharks often nap here too. 
The Sugar Wreck has wild night life. With 
a gentle hand, divers can touch sleeping 
parrot and hogfish. Near the pipes and 
plating drift drowsy angels and burrfish. 
Observant divers can catch glimpses of 
spotted morays in the shadows. The av- 
erage depth here is 20 feet. Those who 
prefer deeper wreck dives should go to 
Theo's Wreck. Even though it lies on its 
side, its massive hulk rises more than 50 
feet off the sand. The highest point 
reaches to within 65 feet of the surface. 
Divers can survey most of the wreck with- 
out breaking 10 feet. Snappers hang in 
the empty hatches. Schools of goatfish 
cling to the freighter’s rails and deck. 
Swift horse-eye jacks patrol the outside. 
Captain Frank maintains a friendly watch 
also. He often tows passengers on the 
grand tour with his Tekna scooter. 

Frank takes the /sland Fantasy to sev- 
eral excellent reefs. In the moderate 
depths of Dee’s Reef, divers can observe 
many kinds of marine life close-up. Even 
normally shy peacock flounder appear 
trusting. Bicolor damselfish rise off their 
coral heads. Mixed schools of fish hover 
among Treasure Reef’s elkhorn stands. 
Banded tulips and other mollusks crawl 
across the sand channels. Snorkelers 
particularly enjoy this shallow site. 

Bahamian waters have both beautiful 
reefs and intriguing blue holes. Within 
many of these submarine caverns, tidal 
movements vary the currents’ direction. 
Consequently, the /sland Fantasy visits 
the large holes during periods of outward 
flow. At each site the staff rigs lines into 
the rooms and a crew member remains 
in the main chamber. The White Hole is 
an unusual exception. Not only is this site 
shallower and smaller than most, it also 
has only one tunnel leading to deeper 
waters. One staff member can prevent in- 
attentive divers from penetrating too 
deep. During periods of inflow at the en- 
trance, guests watch bubbles travel back 
down into the cavern. The white growth 
covering the walls brightens the cham- 
ber. Peering into the cracks on the sides, 
divers may spot flame scallops. Blue 
tangs gather along the convoluted walls. 
When viewed from across the room, one 
sloping wall resembles the face of some 
giant white stone carving. 

The /sland Fantasy visits the infamous 
Zoo Hole only during outflow. Even under 
optimum conditions, by running in extra 
lines and having staff divers guarding the 
deeper recesses, the crew maintains its 
attention to safety. Throughout the trip the 
Staff helps guests track their position on

and actually undercuts as it continues 
downward beyond the 120 foot level. The 
gorgonian fans are absolutely sensation- 
al and the thrill of a fast moving current 
adds a great deal of excitement to this 
dive. Distress Express is a similar drift 
dive on the opposite side of Sandfly Pas- 
sage from Warren’s Wall. 

Nambawan Reef is possibly the most 
thrilling dive in all of Sandfly Passage and 
the place where you are most likely to 
see large pelagics and sharks. Strong 
converging currents sweep through this 
area and dive guests simply hang onto 
bottom formations and observe the wild 
action going on around them. Taliapoto 
Point is another beautiful drop-off just re- 
cently discovered. This wall offers a tre- 
mendous variety of colorful corals. Addi- 
tional Sandfly Passage dive sites include 
Niumara Wall and Coral Gardens. 

For those interested in diving some of 
the many wrecks off Guadalcanal, the 
manager of Anuha Island Resort can ar- 
range an excursion flight to the big is- 
land. Solair will pick up divers at Anuha 
at 7:00 am, fly to Honiara and return the 
guests by late afternoon. The plane flies 
at an altitude of less than 1,000 feet, thus 
avoiding decompression problems. 
Since the flight is so short, the charter 
cost is reasonable. 

Island Dive Services’ headquarters is 
at the Mendana Hotel, close to the center 
of town. Rick Belmare offers a wide varie- 
ty of WW II wreck diving experiences in- 
cluding: several Japanese troop tran- 
sports, a B-17 bomber, a Japanese sub- 
marine, an F4F Wildcat fighter and a U.S. 
troop ship. 

Diving the shipwrecks of Guadalcanal 
is like stepping back through the pages 
of history. It is a unique and emotional ex- 
perience since the wrecks represent pro- 
found losses for both sides. Yet these are 
much more than dusty tombs. They are 
living memorials covered with a splendid 
array of soft corals, gorgonian fans and 
marine life of every description. 

The Solomon Islands is a world unto it- 
self, undisturbed and nearly virgin.

On Guadalcanal, the evidence 
of WW Il is strongly visible.

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CO NEEDS DIVERS 


Certified inspectors and repair and 
maintenance personnel are needed to 
work on gas and petroleum transmission 
lines that stretch from offshore platforms, 
ports and refineries to the central parts of 
the United States. Positions are currently 
available with many major contractors 
across the U.S, according to the College 
of Oceaneering, Wilmington, CA. 

The personnel most needed are divers 
certified in nondestructive testing (NDT) 
and qualified to do magnetic particle in- 
spection and ultrasonic testing. Certified 
diver/welders are also in demand. 

Additionally, increased public con- 
cerns about inland water pollution as well 
as the high standards of insurance com- 
panies and government agencies for the 
safety of offshore workers have raised 
the demand for qualified, trained inspec- 
tion divers.

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UNDERWATER LOGGING 
(Continued from Page 87) 


The section of the river Ben works is a 
stone’s throw from the old Sullivan mill 
site. It is a prime location for his enter- 
prise because the river was completely 
covered with logs, from shore to shore, 
when the paper company ran its drives. 

‘In order to appreciate what’s going on 
now, you have to understand the mech- 
anisms of the old logging business,’ he 
explained. ‘The logs would be stopped 
here, while lumberjacks hopped back 
and forth across the floating timber. If 
they could see a chain of logs from one 
side of the river to the other, they’d run 
right across. Using simple tools—pike 
pole and peavy—the lumberjacks would 
sort the logs by size and type and hoist 
them from the river. 

Nearing the dive site, we found the end 
of one log sticking up in the middle of the 
river and tied the boat to it. It was a dead- 
head. One end had started to rot and it 
became buoyant from the decomposition 
gases. By cutting three or four feet off the 
end, the log would be salvageable. 

Each log has a value depending on 
what type of wood it is. Some of the unu- 
Sual species, such as rock maple, Ben 
doesn't bother with: Rock maple is 
heavy, hard to handle and rare. It’s more 
cost effective to have a lot of the same 
type of wood instead of bits and pieces 
of different kinds. White pine yields the 
highest price, but most of the logs are 
hemlock or Norway pine. These become 
waterlogged and sink the fastest. Ben 
found an 80 foot log that’s straight 
enough to cut an eight by eight inch 
beam from the whole length. It’s two and 
one-half feet wide on the big end! He 
hasn't been able to get it out of the water 
yet, but he hopes it’s pine. 

These old, wide boards are rare in con- 
temporary logging because trees don't 
grow that big anymore before they're cut. 
In the early 1800s there was one docu- 
mented account in Maine of a white pine 
that grew to 146 feet and had a diameter 
at its base of five and one-half feet! Within 
the last 50 years people have run across 
large logs in the river with the 17th centu- 
ry King’s broad arrow carved into them, 
indicating the King of England owned the 
log and you would be killed if found in 
possession of it. Most of the King’s tim- 
ber was destined to be used to build 
masts for British navy ships. The State of 
Maine was considered a mast farm by 
British royalty and was the birthplace of 
logging, the first industry in the United 
States. Ben hasn’t found any of these old 
timers yet. Most of his logs were cut since 
1900—they show bucksaw cuts and not 
18th century ax marks. The log we tied 
the boat onto was 14 inch wide hemlock 
and probably sank 60-80 years ago. 








The underwater logs are preserved 
and will not deteriorate. There are four re- 
quirements in the process of wood de- 
composition: 1) The presence of wood 
decaying fungi, 2) Sufficient moisture, 3) 
Air and 4) Favorable temperatures. On 
the river bottom there is little air and the 
temperature rarely gets to the 70-90°F 
needed for fungal growth. Some wood 
companies store their lumber underwater 
to prevent decay! The only visible effect 
on the lumber is its slightly darker color, 
which almost looks like a stain. 

Over the last few days heavy rains had 
washed sediment into the river and there 
was only six inches of visibility. | decided 
to stay on the boat because | was unfa- 
miliar with the river and underwater log- 
ging techniques. Ben was confident, he 
had done this many times in good visibili- 
ty and knew he could feel his way along. 
‘‘Before | started all this, | made sure my 
health insurance would cover any acci- 
dents, '’ he cautioned me. “It’s danger- 
ous down there with strong currents to 
swim against and all those big logs shift- 
ing around. A diver could get his hand or 
finger pulverized if the ends of two 1,000 
pound logs smashed together at the 
wrong time.” 

Donning his diving gear, Ben took hold 
of several buoys and lines and over the 
side of the boat he went, quickly disap- 
pearing into the black-red water with only 
a trail of bubbles indicating his where- 


abouts. He groped along the bottom like 
a blind man until he found a log to tie the 
line and buoy to. The buoys began pop- 
ping up quickly and before 20 minutes 
had passed he had tagged four logs. He 
surfaced, climbed back into the boat and 
we began hauling up the lines. When 
each log surfaced, we'd tie inner tubes to 
the ends and send It floating down the riv- 
er to Ben’s hauling site. 

This river is radically different from 
non-logging rivers. Sunken logs have a 
detrimental effect on a river and its inhab- 
itants. They are navigational hazards. 
Ben and | nearly tore the propeller off his 
boat twice when we grazed a few. They 
also interfere with salmon spawning by 
taking up space on the river bed and roll- 
ing around on eggs already laid. Finally, 
the decaying bark puts a tremendous bio- 
logical oxygen demand (BOD) on the 
chemistry and health of the river. About 
20 percent of the bark is still on the logs. 
By removing them, Ben’s efforts should 
help speed the recovery of the river. 

The four logs Ben and | salvaged 
would hardly have bought us dinner that 
night. Each one was worth only $5-$10. 
But, the potential for this business Is large 
and obvious. Ben hopes to be harvesting 
20-50 logs per day when he is in full pro- 
duction. It takes awhile to develop the re- 
covery methodology and it is not easy to 
get started. He needed permits from sev- 
en agencies including the Army Corp of 


Engineers, the paper company, the De- 
partment of Inland Fisheries and Wildlife, 
the Land Reclamation Commission, and 
the town of Whitneyville. The Machias is 
a Class A Scenic and Wild River and is 
well protected by regulations. 

As we drifted down the river, shep- 
herding our four logs along, | was im- 
pressed by how beautiful and delicate the 
river seemed. There was no house in 
sight; only our logs, Ben’s dog swimming 
next to us, and the vegetation of the river 
bank spreading up to the forest. It was 
hard to believe that beneath this calm ve- 
neer lie thousands of old logs. »# 


Logging in Maine began during the 
17th century and continues today. Al- 
though logs are now transported primari- 
ly on trucks, there have been millions of 
logs and trillions of board feet floated 
down the Machias and other rivers in the 
state. The recovery of sunken logs has 
been done by other entrepreneurs in riv- 
ers and lakes in Maine and in other states 
throughout the U.S. This unusual tech- 
nique is described in Underwater Log- 
ging by John E. Cayford and Ronald E. 
Scott. Other books on the colorful and in- 
teresting history of logging in Maine in- 
clude, A History of Lumbering in Maine, 
1800-1860 by Richard G. Wood, A Histo- 
ry of Lumbering in Maine, 1860-1960 by 
David C. Smith, and Tall Trees and Tough 
Men by Robert E. Pike.

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MY FIRST 
PORTHOLE

f only | could have gotten pictures, you 

would have to believe me. But a 70 foot 
dive in Long Island Sound is like a night 
dive in a cup of day old coffee. So, you 
will just have to take my word that the 
brave deeds related in this story are ac- 
curate and unembellished. 

| think we were diving the wreck of the 
Condor, a turn of the century tugboat, 
right off the coast of Darien, Connecticut. 
| can only speculate, as her stern has set- 
tled into the mud and there is no way to 
get a good look at the shape of the wreck 
in one foot visibility. For sure it's a tug- 
boat—| think. 

My dive partners, Bob and Richy, had 
visited the Condor previous to my dive 
and briefed me on what to expect. ‘If it’s 
red, you've hit the deck. If it’s black, 
you've hit a wall.’’ Armed with this infor- 
mation and my tool bag, | did a back roll 
off the side of Richy’s boat. Surprisingly, 
the water was warm and clear. At least 
six feet of visibility. | started my descent. 

At 20 feet it was totally dark and | 
switched on my light. At 60 feet | had a 
major collision. Looking closely | saw 
red: | was on the deck. | spent the re- 
mainder of my dive swimming back and 
forth trying to get the feel of how the Con- 
dor was sitting. | got lucky and found a 
fair size lobster in a tire tied to the bow. 

Back on board we traded information. 
On previous dives both Bob and Richy 
had recovered portholes from this wreck. 
With the easy ones gone we discussed 
where we had seen others. When our 
gear was secured we headed for home. 

On the next trip | was sure | knew just 
where to go to find my porthole. We 
hooked the wreck. | suited up, did my 
back roll into the water, descended 
quickly and had a major collision. It was 
red and | was lost. We hooked the wreck 
in a different spot and it took me ten min- 
utes to figure out where | was. Finally, | 
bumped into the tire on the bow, got a 
second lobster and began my search. My 
40 minutes were up before | found any- 
thing, but Bob was working a porthole to 
the anchorline. He had found it in the 
head, next to the shower. 

On my third trip to the Condor, Bob and 
Richy took pity on me. (They each had 
two or three portholes by then.) On their 
last trip they had seen what they thought 
was a porthole in the bunkroom. No one 
goes In there because it is filled with mud 
and half floating, rotting mattresses. 
There is even an odor you can smell right

through your mask. But, maybe, there 
was also a porthole and they were willing 
to give me first shot at it. 

After a quick descent, | found my way 
to the bunkroom. Following Richy’s direc- 
tions | secured my line and swam ever so 
carefully so as not to stir up the silt. Sure 
enough, over the top bunk, there was a 
porthole. It looked huge, at least 16 
inches across. | set my tool bag down on 
the bunk. This was the first of three mis- 
takes. A huge cloud of darkness over- 
came my dive light. | had forgotten about 
the rotting mattress. The weight of my 
tool bag produced a cloud of silt. From 
that point on | saw nothing. 

Working by feel | secured the dogs and 
felt for the hinge pin. Using vise grips and 
a box wrench | worked the nut off one 
end of the pin and gently tapped the pin 





out of the hinge. Then | backed off the 
three dogs and felt the porthole fall free 
of the frame—mistake two. An incredible 
smell erupted when my porthole hit the 
rotting mattress. If ever there was an exit 
cue, that was it. My tools went into my 
bag and my bag was clipped to my 
weightbelt. It was time to get away from 
that smell. 

Ever so carefully, | moved my porthole 
to the edge of the bunk, made sure of my 
grip and gave a good pull. That was my 
third mistake. The weight of the porthole 
pulled me forward and down. My face 
was buried in the mattress, which floated 
up Surrounding my head. Now | could 
taste the smell! Refusing to relinquish my 
grip on the porthole, | worked my way 
free of the mattress and started the long 
process of moving my porthole to the an- 
chor line. 

Richy saw me emerge from the cloud 
of silt that now filled the bunkroom and 
tied a line to my porthole. With my dive 
timer pointing at 40, we began our as- 
cent. Richy tied my porthole to the boat 
while | began trying to scrub the smell off 
my wetsuit. (It took a good washing with 
soap and hot water to get rid of the odor.) 

Today, my porthole is cleaned and 
lightly polished. | try to remember what it 
looked like when | first saw it and how | 
recovered it. But, truthfully, all | really re- 
member is the smell of that mattress as 
it wrapped around my head. >t

SAFETY NOTICE 


The Diving Equipment Manufacturers 
Association (DEMA) has received reports 
that certain buoyancy control devices 
(BCDs) may have a potential problem 
with the pierce pin attached to the CO, in- 
flator mechanism. Owing to the potential 
breaking of pierce pins (which may not 
be apparent), the mechanism might fail to 
activate the cartridge. This would result in 
the buoyancy control device failing to in- 
flate. However, the alternative methods of 
inflation are not affected. 

If you have purchased a BCD since 
January 1, 1983 that has a CO, inflator 
mechanism, or that has had this mecha- 
nism repaired, replaced or added since 
that date, and if it has markings identify- 
ing itas a Roberts Valve, you should not 
use the CO, inflator mechanism.

cident or injury of any significance. In 
fact, DIT classes have been called upon 
in many instances to assist local law en- 
forcement personnel in water-related in- 
cidents that are ‘‘out of their depth.’’ Most 
recently, a small plane was lost in Lake 
Washington in an area of extreme depth 
and poor visibility. Police divers using 
conventional gear had no luck at recov- 
ery and turned to DIT. 

‘After reaching the disaster site, we lo- 
cated the plane on the first dive,’ Ritter 
said. ‘‘It took about 15 minutes.”’ 

The students at DIT study for 21 weeks 
before the deep dives are begun. Com- 
plete training in mixed gas diving theory, 
emergency procedures and actual dry 
runs in the chamber to 200 feet are part 
of this procedure. The students then 
board the Deep Dive Barge—a floating 
hands-on training facility—to experience 
the realities of 200 feet. 

DIT is rightfully proud of this aspect of 
their training program. ‘‘A graduate of DIT 
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knows exactly how to dive safely and 
with confidence to these levels,’ says Rit- 
ter. “‘There is no replacement for experi- 
ence. Our students know exactly what to 
expect and how to conduct themselves In 
dives of this type. You cannot simulate 
this kind of experience in a chamber.’' 

The commercial diving industry has 
long recognized the value of DIT training. 
Because of its independent status (DIT is 
not associated with any commercial div- 
ing Company) there is no pressure to 
place emphasis on any particular course 
of training at the expense of a well-round- 
ed education. 

‘There are companies that hire entry 
level employees who are almost exclu- 
sively DIT graduates,’ says Norval Dun- 
can. ‘That is an excellent endorsement.”’ 

Based on surveys from graduates, 
nearly 90 percent of the students are 
working in the field for which they were 
trained. Salaries run the full range—de- 
pending upon the situation—with tenders 
starting at $15,000 to $20,000 and expe- 





rienced divers pulling in as much as 
$100,000 for nine month’s work. 


OIL INDUSTRY OUTLOOK 

The oil industry has dominated the de- 
mand for commercial divers in recent 
years. The highly publicized economic 
woes of this industry have caused some 
to ask if the demand for divers will drop 
off proportionately. Not so, according to 
DIT. If the oil industry were to stop explo- 
ration today, the mere inspection and 
maintenance of existing facilities would 
provide good opportunities for well 
trained entry level divers. Commercial 
divers are necessary for inspection and 
maintenance of the offshore rigs on a 
day-to-day basis. The fact that new rigs 
are not being built does not mean the de- 
mand for divers is in peril. 

It is also vital to remember the oil busi- 
ness is just one part of the commercial 
diving industry. Subsea construction, sal- 
vage, seismic surveying, industrial and 
port authority opportunities are widely 
available. Commercial divers are working 
daily in the chemical industry, for pulp 
mills, water treatment facilities and power 
plants. As long as bridges are being built, 
harbors planned and industries devel- 
oped, the demand for commercial divers 
will remain strong. 

DIT plans to remain in the forefront of 
this growing industry. Norval Duncan, 
DIT’s new vice president, considers DIT 
to be among the finest technical schools 
in the world. 

‘In the last 15 years of my vocational 
education experience, | have been keenly 
aware of the quality of the training offered 
by Divers Institute of Technology,’’ Dun- 
can said. ‘‘When the opportunity arose to 
become associated with DIT, | jumped at 
the chance. The school has, over the 
years, established such a commendable 
record for quality training and effective 
placement that | hope | am able to make 
a contribution in the continuing success 
of this organization.” 

Virtually every approving and accredit- 
ing agency involved in commercial diving 
and trade or vocational school manage- 
ment recognizes DIT’s curriculum. Finan- 
cial assistance is available to prospective 
students from a variety of sources and 
DIT’s staff routinely assists students in se- 
curing the appropriate sources of funding 
for their education. 

The future looks bright for DIT and the 
commercial diving industry. “‘We are 
proud of our history,’ says Ritter. ‘““We 
will work to maintain the high standards 
of safety and training established in the 
first two decades and build upon our rep- 
utation of producing the finest commer- 
cial divers in the business.’

ea & Sea of Japan has just intro- 
duced its new TTL mini strobe with 
automatic flash exposure. This comes 
with all the bells and whistles imaginable, 
plus a few exciting innovations. 

Known as the Yellow Sub 100 TTL 
(YS-100), this new strobe is packaged in 
a bright yellow plastic housing with a 
dome front port. The flash reflector is rec- 
tangular in shape and provides an angle 
of coverage of 50 by 70 degrees. This is 
ample coverage for either the Nikonos 35 
or 28mm lenses. Adding a diffuser inside 
the strobe will widen the angle of cover- 
age to accommodate the Nikonos 20 and 
15mm lenses. 

The strobe is powered by four AA bat- 
teries. It will run on either alkalines or re- 
chargeable nickel-cadmiums. A fresh set 
of alkalines will produce 130 flashes at 
full manual power or several hundred 
flashes on TTL automatic. 

Recycle time for alkalines is one-half 
second to a maximum of eight seconds 
on the auto flash mode.

Mie bemoan the replacement of nat- 
ural materials with synthetics. In dive 
gear, however, this is not necessarily a 
bad thing. Replacing natural rubber with 
plastic, for example, has resulted in light- 
er weight, more resilient fins that come in 
a rainbow of colors. They are also easier 
to travel with because they won't add a 
lot of weight to your baggage. The pair of 
fins shown on this page, for example, 
with footpocket inserts, weighs just 3 
pounds, 9 ounces. An older pair of neo- 
prene fins—the same size—weighs al- 
most one pound more. 

The last few years have seen a prolifer- 
ation of plastic fins and Cressi-sub’s Ron- 
dine Gamma Pro is one of the newest 
entries in the fin field. These have a trans- 
lucent, thermoplastic blade with a pale 
blue tint. The generous foot pocket of the 
Gamma is also thermoplastic. It is soft, 
flexible and very comfortable. It comes in 
lemon yellow, bright blue and black. Pret- 
ty is not a word | could have used to de- 
scribe fins several years ago, but these 
fins are pretty. The translucent blade and 
colorful foot pocket are bound to en- 
hance U/W photos in which they appear. 

Lest you think the Cressi Rondine 
Gamma is just for photographic models, 
let me point out this is a vented fin: Its de- 
sign and blade materials are intended to 
produce a power kick. At this writing, it 
was available in two sizes. The medium 
fits shoe sizes 7-9; the large fits sizes 10- 
13. According to Cressi-sub, in 1987 the 
Rondine Gamma Pro will also be avail- 
able in a new color, pink; a new size, 
small; and a new material, graphite.

resorts have the courage to identify their 
programs and trips as for either begin- 
ning or advanced divers. A dive trip can- 
not be all things to all people. The snow 
skiing industry went through the same 
problem and finally settled on a rating 
system of beginner, intermediate and ex- 
pert ski runs. Maybe dive resorts will 
adopt a similar system. 

What can you do in the meantime? Ask 
a lot of questions when shopping for your 
next dive vacation. At least now you 
know what to look for. You might also re- 
quest the full name of the person answer- 
ing your questions. The answers are like- 
ly to be more accurate when you've got 
his/her name. 

If you keep running into a brick wall, try 
contacting a specialty travel agent— 
someone in the business of planning va- 
cations specifically for divers. You'll find 
many of these agents advertising in the 
pages of SKIN DIVER. These people 
have first hand knowledge of many differ- 
ent kinds of resorts and can help you se- 
lect one best suited for your needs. >t.

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ish warship wrecked off the coast of 
Maryland in 1750 that he reconstructed a 
map of the seacoast as he thought it 
might look in the early days. The real 
maps of the 17th and 18th centuries were 
so inaccurate and devoid of detail that 
John made some conclusions and drew 
his own. This inspired him to draw and 
publish a sea chart: The Ancient Sea- 
coast of Maryland, Including Parts of Del- 
aware and Virginia.

side amidship near the top of the tubes;

tube. Lifelines run along the tops of the 
tubes. The latter are not lines, the nautical 
term for ropes, but straps that appear to 
be of the same fabric as the tubes. 

Aft is a bench type seat with a folding 
back. It spans the width of the boat and 
can accommodate four people comfort- 
ably, including the operator. Lifting the 
seat allows access to a very large com- 
partment, conveniently located to store 
and hide from view the fuel tank, paddles 
and other boating necessities. Attached 
to the tops of the rear tubes, on a long 
base of support, are the bottom members 
of the stainless steel light bar. The light 
bar itself starts at these supports, rises 
upward at a rear slanting angle and 
arches, athwart, over the stern of the MX 
570. The stern light is at the very top and 
the running lights are at either side. Also, 
unobtrusively secured to the light bar is 
the furled awning, which, when opened, 
can protect some of the boat’s passen- 
gers from the hot sun or precipitation. 
Standard features of this boat include a 
carrying capacity of 11 persons; a pay- 
load of 3,200 pounds. In addition to the 
equipment already mentioned, there is a 
pressure gauge, foot pump, drain plugs 
for the bilge and a repair kit. 

It's easy to see why the Novurania MX 
570 has been so well accepted in Eu- 
rope. It’s a beautiful boat, albeit still a little 
unusual for conservative Newport. Our 
passage through the harbor was both 
pleasant and trying on that gorgeous 
Sunday morning. More than just a few 
heads turned to witness our passing. But 
the journey out to the breakwater was try- 
ing, too, knowing that this boat was capa- 
ble of literally flying over the water’s sur- 
face, but realizing that we'd better not ex- 
ceed the posted speed limit. Just sitting 
in the water, as on the trailer, this MX 570 
looks fast! We didn’t need to attract more 
attention from the Harbor Patrol. 


Joining Scott and me were Pete Ely, al- 
so of Port-A-Marine, who operated the 
chase boat and Jan Tunnicliff, Ed and 
Sandy Fieser, from the Sculpin Dive Club 
in Long Beach, CA. The MX 570 was very 
comfortable on the trip through the har- 
bor and continued to be so even after we 
hit the open sea and Scott pushed the 
throttle forward. The boat quickly planed 
and skimmed across the surface. We es- 
timated our speed to be between 40 and 
50 knots. That’s not too bad for an 85 hp 
Suzuki DT85 engine—the recommended 
horsepower for this boat is 100. Obvious- 
ly, there was some bouncing, as the deep 
V-hull sliced some of the high spots be- 
tween Newport and Laguna, but the ride 
was not bone jarring, as one might ex- 
pect at these speeds, and very little spray 
came aboard. This was one fun test run. 
Later, | took the wheel for a few tight turns 
and speed runs: The MX 5/70 handled

Bahamas. The fish became trapped in the 
sub’s skin and was brought to the surface 
whole. The vehicle was again attacked in 
the Bahamas in 1971. This time a marlin 
damaged Alvin's lights and ‘‘sail.’’ 
Woods Hole reported the marlin did 
“much damage to Itself.”’ 

Alvin has been overhauled several 
times and very little of the original vehicle

is left. In 1968 it sank in 1,535 meters of 
water and remained there for 10 months 
until the weather was right and the need- 
ed equipment had been assembled for 
her recovery. 

In her career, A/vin has made 1,663 
dives, carrying 2,/54 people. Her aver- 
age depth per dive is 5,612 feet and each 
one lasts an average of 6.07 hours. Biol- 
ogy and geology have been the reasons 
for most of her dives. Her maximum oper- 
ating depth is 13,000 feet.

and still cameras. The little unmanned ro- 
bot attaches to Alvin by a 250 foot electri- 
cal tether and operates on power Ssup- 
plied by Alvin's batteries. Jason Jr. can 
dive to 20,000 feet. 

The sled-like Angus, operated by per- 
sonnel aboard the Atlantis //, was also uti- 
lized on the Titanic expedition. Devel- 
oped by Woods Hole more than a dec- 
ade ago, Angus is an acronym for Acous- 
tically Navigated Geological Underwater 
Survey. It was the first search and survey 
system developed by Woods Hole and 
can work to depths of 20,000 feet. Angus 
has a heavy duty steel frame that protects 
its three 35mm color cameras. Each of 
these carries 400 feet of film and the 
three together can take 3,200 photos on 
every dive. The three cameras cover 200 
feet of seafloor. Angus has a down-look- 
ing sonar that permits the person manip- 
ulating it to ‘‘fly’’ it a set distance above 
the seafloor. 

The Woods Hole team did not bring 
any Titanic artifacts to the surface, al- 
though many were found. The expedition

was part of a Woods Hole/U.S. Navy 
contract to develop deepsea diving re- 
search and exploration vehicles. 

Woods Hole’s Dr. Ballard says he has 
‘no desire’ to return to the shipwreck. 
He and his scientists spent a total of 33 
hours on her. They photographed every 
area of the ship and the debris field be- 
hind it. Eventually, 100 of the 57,000 col- 
or pictures taken will be used to form a 
photomosaic of the Jitanic. Perhaps 
some day they will also release a video 
tape of the Queen of the Deep. >t.

special ultrasonic instruments that can 
monitor the blood by sending sound 
waves through the chest and into the 
heart. As the volume of free nitrogen in 
the body increases, there are signs of tis- 
sue injury. The milder forms of DCS show 
up as pain in joints. The pain is a dull 
ache and may be felt in the knee, elbow, 
shoulder, wrist or any other joint. The lo- 
cation of the bubbles is unknown, but the- 
ories about bubbles in tendon sheaths or 
joint spaces seem to be the best choice. 
The bubbles stretch and distort tissues, 
causing injury and pain. The pain of DCS 
is rapidly relieved by treatment in a pres- 
sure chamber. All types of DCS require a 
pressure chamber for therapy. Excellent 
results can be expected in a case of DCS 
involving only the joints. 

The other form of DCS is more serious. 
This involves the spinal cord and brain 
and can result in permanent disability 
from damage to nerves in the spinal cord 
that control motion of the legs, action of 
the bladder or bowel and the sensation of 
touch in the legs and feet. When this inju- 
ry is severe, a diver can become perma- 
nently crippled. Damage to the spinal 
cord is seen frequently in sport divers 
with DCS. The reason that sport divers 
are prone to this injury is not clear. Some 
researchers think it has to do with short 
deep dives. Most other divers dive longer 
and deeper—sometimes with helium— 
and seem to be more likely to develop a 
pain type of DCS. Because sport divers 
are likely to have a spinal cord injury if 
they get DCS, safe diving practices are 
extremely important. 

We have also discovered that damage 
to the spinal cord is not only caused by 
bubbles in the tissues. There are other 
changes that occur in DCS that cause the 
blood to clot rapidly and blood vessels to 
constrict. These two events aggravate the 
blockage of blood vessels and distortion 
of tissues and accelerate tissue damage. 

Because of these additional effects, we 
generally treat DCS involving the spinal 
cord with pressure, oxygen and several 
medicines that are given to minimize 
blood clotting and vessel constriction. 
These medicines include intravenous 
fluids, cortisone-type drugs and, some- 
times, blood thinners. The procedures for 
treatment are all done at once. A diver 
with DCS undergoing treatment is likely 
to be placed in a pressure chamber, giv- 
en oxygen to breathe and an intravenous 
line to infuse fluids and other medicines. 
The pressure treatment is normally at 60 
feet depth and oxygen is breathed in 20 
minute intervals with five minute air 
breaks to avoid oxygen toxicity. A cham- 
ber treatment for spinal cord DCS lasts 
about five hours. Treatment may be ex- 








tended by rehabilitation to strengthen 
weak leg muscles or by additional cham- 
ber treatments. 


MINIMIZING RISK OF DCS 

With the specter of permanent leg or 
bladder paralysis awaiting the careless, it 
is incumbent on all divers to learn the use 
of decompression tables and follow con- 
servative diving practices to minimize the 
risk of DCS. The most important rule is to 
stay within no decompression limits when 
sport diving. The tables that require de- 
compression stops are used most by sur- 
face supplied commercial or military div- 
ers who have a large support team and 
a chamber nearby if they develop DCS. 
These amenities are not available to the 
sport diver, yet the same risks are pres- 
ent. To reduce risk, you should use 
shorter bottom times than the limits given 
in the Navy tables. There are many rules 
to help decide how to shorten the tables 
and there are even modified Navy tables 
with shorter bottom times. 

A general rule would be to shorten no 
decompression dive times by 5 minutes 
when in the 90-130 foot depth range, by 
10 minutes when in the 60-80 and by 20 
minutes when in the 40-50. Making only 
these changes and following the rules for 
repetitive diving should minimize the risk 
of DCS. 

Another important rule is to learn the 
symptoms of DCS and decide ahead that 
if you develop one, you will seek medical 
assistance as soon as possible. Although 
this seems obvious, many divers find ex- 
cuses for not seeking help even when pa- 
ralysis is present. The success of treating 
a spinal cord injury diminishes as the 
time delay between injury and treatment 
gets longer. The faster you can get treat- 
ment, the more likely you are to recover 
completely from an injury. This is one 
time when waiting is the wrong choice. 

Diving is a safe sport if you know how 
to avoid the danger of DCS. This requires 
a thorough understanding of the decom- 
pression tables and a commitment to dive 
conservatively to avoid the development 
of bubbles that could injure the joints or 
spinal Cord. >t.

the groove. Put gasket back. Tried to 
close hatch but it remained open about 
one inch.”’ 

Later the same day, Lieutenant J.K. 
Morrison made a dive and attempted to 
enter the Squalus through the open es- 
cape hatch. He reported, ‘‘After getting 
part way down in the hatch | found that 
my diving shoes were hitting something 
soft. | could not descend farther or see 
what it was that blocked my descent.” Lt. 
Morrison’s dive partner, BM1 F.E. Smith, 
reported, “‘After Mr. Morrison returned to 
the deck | lowered the light into the hatch. 
The visibility was very poor but | could 
see the face and arm of a body just be- 
low the skirt of the hatch.” 

A cover was built on the Falcon and 
placed over the open hatch on day 98. 

In analyzing the events it seems possi- 
ble that at least one crewman of the 
Squalus reached the after escape hatch. 
Since there was air in the trunk when 
Badders opened the bottom hatch of the 
bell, and since this was the only hatch 
cover to come open during the salvage 
work, it seems possible an escape may 
have been attempted through it. Based 
on conditions that existed it seems prob- 
able that unconsciousness would result 
before the hatch could be completely 
opened and an escape completed. 


THE SALVAGE CREW | 
My stories in SKIN DIVER of the rescue 
of personnel and the ultimate salvage of 
the Squalus have been told by a diver 
writing about divers. It must be stressed 
fully that the work of the divers would 
have been fruitless and success impossi- 
ble without the assistance of hundreds of 
topside personnel: men equally as tough 
and dedicated to achieving success and 
who worked under conditions as cold, 
wet and hazardous as those encountered 
by their underwater counterparts. In addi- 
tion, the crews of the many vessels that 
made up the salvage force during the 
successful completion of this difficult task 
were just as fully committed to bringing 
the Squalus back from the deep.

4 x 6 inches. You can also use the thumb 
and finger method (explained above) to 
locate the center of the picture. 

The space between the close-up lens 
and the Nikonos lens must be completely 
flooded. A partial flood or bubbles in the 
space will ruin your pictures. To flood this 
space, simply unscrew and reattach the 
lens underwater. 

Hydro Photo also has a close-up lens 
for the 28mm lens, the 12-28. The picture 
area and lens to camera distance varies. 
The distance setting of the lens follows: 

Set for 2 feet—8 x 12 inches at 12 
inches (1:8) 

Set for 6 feet—10 x 15 inches at 15 
inches (1:10) 

Set for infinity—12 x 18 inches at 20 
inches (1:12) 

The HPD28 two-prong framer extends 
six inches beyond the lens. Longer fram- 
ers create too much water resistance. 


LIGHTING CLOSE-UPS 

Aim the strobe at the subject, but be 
careful your lighting angle doesn’t cause 
a shadow from the wand or framer to fall 
on the subject. 

With ISO 50 or 64 film and either manu- 
al or TTL exposure control, begin with a 
strobe to subject distance of 12 to 14 
measured inches.

thumb, if you Know what aperture you 
would use at three apparent feet, close 
the lens three stops for an estimated 
close-up aperture. For example, if your 
strobe table shows f/5.6 for three feet, 
use f/16 for your close-up aperture. With 
a TTL strobe, find the combination of ap- 
erture and strobe distance that causes 
the strobe to signal a full power flash. 
Then, increase exposure (wider aperture 
or less distance) about one-third stop. 


WHICH IS BEST 

The answer to which is best—extension 
tubes or close-up lenses—is largely a 
matter of subject size. Generally, exten- 
sion tubes are used for subjects too small 
for close-up lenses. If both an extension 
tube and a close-up lens photograph the 
same picture area, the extension tube 
picture would yield a little more depth of 
field (for optical reasons beyond the 
scope of this article), which would make 
the picture appear sharper.

FIN SWIMMING 
COMPETITIONS 


The national competition in fin swim- 
ming recently held in Houston, Texas was 
the first step on the path to competition in 
the Olympics. The next step, competition 
in the Fourth World Championships in 
West Berlin, August 5-11, will have taken 
place when this goes to press. Then will 
come regional, national and international 
competitions and the Pan American 
games in 1992. 

Fin swimming is a sport in which com- 
petitors swim on the surface or underwa- 
ter. Mask, fins and snorkel are used on 
the surface. For swimming underwater, 
competitors hold their breath in 50 meter 
or 50 yard events. Many competitors use 
mono-fins—one fin with two pockets— 
and a snorkel that goes from the mouth 
directly over the head, going between the 
eyes rather than to the side as does the 
standard snorkel.

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iILearned About Diving From That 
Wreck Diving Is Not For Cowboys 


BY CHRISTOPHER WILLIS 


O: May 5, 1945, only hours before the ces- 
sation of hostilities with Nazi Germany, a 
German submarine stalked the shipping lanes 
of Rhode Island Sound. Unaware of the men- 
ace beneath the waves, the American collier 
Black Point quietly made its way through the 
spring afternoon. At 5:40 pm, Oberleutnant 
Helmut Fromsdorf, the submarine’s 24 year 
old commander, fired the last of his torpedoes 
into the after section of the unsuspecting mer- 
chant ship. The resulting explosion tore away 
the stern of the ship and killed 12 seamen. The 
Black Point sank within 25 minutes four miles 
southeast of Point Judith. The destroyer escort 
Atherton made sonar contact with the U-853 
shortly after 8:00 pm and began depth charg- 
ing. Hours later, with its hull broken open by 
depth charges, the U-boat came to its final 
resting place on the muddy bottom, 130 feet 
underwater. All hands were lost. 

| had heard stories of ‘‘the U-boat’ from the 
time | began diving in Rhode Island. In those 
days | regarded wreck divers as the cowboys 
of scuba diving. Like the heroes of the Old 
West | had watched on TV as a child, my im- 
pression of divers who penetrated deep 
wrecks such as the U-853 was somewhat 
glamorized. | marveled at the artifacts and 
souvenirs they recovered as though they were 
notches on the butt of a Colt 44, never fully ap- 
preciating what they went through to get them. 

After an advanced open water course and 
109 dives (only one in excess of 100 feet), | 
felt | was ready to take a look at the U-boat. 
The opportunity presented itself on the first day 
of summer in 1985. Four friends, all very expe- 
rienced divers, had planned an expedition to 
photograph the U-853 and the Black Point for 
a shipwreck article. There was room for one 
more and | was invited. 

We were all pretty sure of ourselves under- 
water (perhaps too sure). Jim was the photog- 
rapher of the group; it was his show. | guess 
| looked to Bob as the leader of the expedition. 
He was a knowledgeable instructor and, along 
with Hugh, had been to the submarine once 
before. David and | were just along for the 
dive, willing to assist Jim if needed. 

Bob and Jim had worked out a dive plan that 
allowed 20 minutes of bottom time. Then we 
would return to the anchorline and ascend to 
ten feet for ten minutes. Bob provided an extra 
tank and a regulator with five second stages to 
hang at the decompression stop. After a three 
hour surface interval we would move the boat 
to shallower water and dive on the Black Point. 
We thought we were well equipped for deep 
diving. Each of us had a dive timer, light, octo- 
pus regulator and a full tank for each dive. 
Someone even thought to bring an emergency 
oxygen bottle. 


The skipper of the Amy C. located the U- 
boat with Loran and hooked the anchor into it 
with little difficulty. Before long, the five of us 
were following the anchorline down into the 
ever darkening depths. At 115 feet the shad- 
owy conning tower of the U-853 appeared out 
of the darkness. 

| was a little concerned when | came upon 
Bob and Jim sharing air. Evidently there was 
a malfunction in Bob’s regulator, which he was 
trying to correct without aborting the dive. 
They signaled everything was OK and | contin- 
ued down. 





David and | met at the end of the anchorline 
and set off to explore the wreck. We peered in- 
to the cramped hatchway of the conning tow- 
er. The tight fit quickly dispelled any intention 
of penetrating the submarine. Every few sec- 
onds the light from Jim’s strobes would flash 
across the hull. After a few minutes Jim, Hugh 
and Bob (his regulator problem corrected) 
joined David and me and we made our way to 
the stern of the U-boat. Jim continued to take 
pictures as a large torpedo ray silently slipped 
away, leaving the wreck to us. It was then that 
| lost track of Bob and Hugh. 

Time was getting short. | checked my 
gauges as | kicked back toward the anchor- 
line. With only two minutes left, | still had more 
than 500 psi left in my tank. No problem, | 
thought. David and Jim got ahead of me as | 
scanned the wreck one last time for some 
small souvenir. No luck. | arrived at the an- 
chorline just as my dive timer passed the 20 
minute mark. 

Jim and David were already there and 
seemed to be in trouble. Jim was trying to get 
air out of David’s octopus, but it didn’t seem 
to be working. As | approached | held out my 
orange octopus for whomever wanted it. Jim 
immediately grabbed it and breathed deeply. 
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When | tried to inhale again through my prima- 
ry second stage | discovered, to my terror, that 
| was now out of air as well. 

The next 45 seconds were the longest of my 
life. The primal instinct of self ‘survival took 
hold of all of us. We knew where there was 
plenty of air and each of us began an emer- 
gency ascent to the surface. | lost track of Jim 
and David as | scurried up the anchorline. 
They were headed for the surface directly 
above the sub. As | pulled myself hand over 
hand toward the surface it occurred to me that 
| might be able to get another breath as the 
ambient pressure decreased. | kept my regula- 
tor in my mouth to keep from accidently 
breathing seawater. Somewhere along the line 
the water suddenly got very bright. | knew | 
was close to the surface and tried for another 
breath. | got about half of what | wanted. 

After what seemed like an eternity, | sur- 
faced. The fresh air tasted wonderful. | was 
taking a mental inventory for pain and other ill 
effects from such a drastic ascent when David 
and Jim surfaced about 20 yards in front of 
me. | felt OK. David was talking excitedly and 
Jim looked very pale and disoriented. We 
swam back to the boat together. It was there 
we found Bob and Hugh clinging to the tran- 
som after an emergency ascent of their own. 
Bob looked as shocked as Jim. 

By now | was pretty sure | hadn’t embolized 
and felt in fairly good shape. Hugh also 
seemed OK. He and | hastily dropped down to 
the tank secured at ten feet to wait out our de- 
compression stop. One by one the rest of the 
group joined us. 

Back on board the Amy C., we sat stunned 
and amazed at the potentially tragic events 
and our lucky fate. Just to be on the safe side 
we each took several deep breaths from the 
all-too-small oxygen bottle. Needless to say, 
the second dive was forgotten. 

Tragic and near tragic events are great 
teachers. Aside from a new appreciation for 
life, | learned several things that first day of 
summer on Rhode Island Sound: 

First and foremost, always plan your ascent 
for a predetermined, specific tank pressure 
and bottom time, whichever comes first. Air 
consumption at 120 feet is much quicker than 
itis at 60 or 30 feet. Redundant air supplies— 
pony bottles or doubles—can save your life. 

Additionally, decompression diving on deep 
wrecks is serious business. Take an active 
role in planning your dives and be sure you un- 
derstand all the parameters. Don't let the ro- 
mance of shipwrecks and the allure of sou- 
venirs and treasure lull you into a false sense 
of security and confidence. The hazards and 
dangers of deep wreck diving are very real.
